duction Board and the War Man- 
power Commission. 

Those present comprise’ the 
Combined Labor War Board, rep- 


resenting the CIO, AFL and Rail- 
road Brotherhoods. They said 
President Roosevelt received their 
views and took notes on what’they 


“said. 


William Green, president of the 
AFL, said the group had com- 
plained that wages had been stabil- 
ized but that prices of food had 
been allowed to run away. 

What is desired, he said, is some 
action to bring food prices down, 
rather than to bring wages up. 

Ask Place in Davis’ Agency. 

The labor leaders said they also 
asked for labor representation in 
the new Food Administration 
headed by Chester C. Davis, in ad- 
dition to asserting that labor lacks 
proper representation in all gov- 
ernmental agencies, especially the 
WPB and WMC. 

Philip Murray, president of the 
CIO, told reporters: 

“We insisted ceilings be estab- 
lished on all prices, particularly 
at the retail stores where there 
are evidences of runaway prices in 
food commodities especially. And 
if proper wage stabilization is to 
be made effective, present retail 
prices must be reduced to a figure 
| approximating the figure in ef- 
fect on the date that wage stabil- 
ization was started as a policy of

Green said the labor men pre- 
sented an “urgent request that the 
price ceilings be applied in a very 
definite and rigid way.” He said 
complaints were coming in from 
the field that if wage stabilization 
is to be part of the administra- 
tion’s program, price stabilization 
must parallel it.

ALLIED DRIVES GAIN IN TUNISIA 


LAW T0 MOBILIZE 

NATION IN EVENT 
UF ATTACK FROM 
AFRICA DISGLOSED 


Sicily Fortified as ‘First 
Bastion’ of Defense — 
All Men, Women Over 
17 Subject'to Service in 
Military Units. 


BERN, April 1 (AP).—Italy took 
definite steps yesterday in prepara- 
tion against an anticipated Allied 
invasion from an African spring- 
board, with disclosure of a new 
mobilization Iaw and with Sicily 
singled out as “the first bastién of 
Italy.” 

The new law would place the en- 
tire nation, in the event of actual 
or threatened invasion, under mili- 
tary rule, sending all men = and 
women of 17 years or older into 
military detachments, 

Propaganda Minister Alessandro 
Pavolini, preparing his people for 
Axis defeat in Tunisia, warned 
in the newspaper II Messagero 
that the Allies were fighting-for a 
springboard for a continental at- 
tack and to safeguard the Mediter- 
ranean for shipping, and asserted 
that “Sicily therefore becomes a 
fortified outpost of the European 
continent itself against any and 
all attacks coming from the Medi- 
terranean.” 

Sicily has been attacked almost 
daily by air since the Allied land- 


ing in Africa. 
Defense Discussions. 


Gen. Italo Garibaldi, commander' ' 


of the Eighth Italian Army, was 
reported to have returned from 
the eastern front, for new Ital- 
jian-German discussions starting on 
continental defense. 

Axis radios continued to make 
much of naval activity around 
Gibraltar. The Vichy radio report- 
ed strong convoys had sailed into 
the Mediterranean in the last few 
days with escorts of small aircraft 
carriers and other warships. 

The Fascist press stressed home 
defenses, especially those on Sicily, 
which extends from the toe of the

miles of the Tunisian coast.

Toll in Ammunition Depot Explo- 
sion Included 7 Germans Dead, 
$31 Wounded, Radio Says.

The Berlin radio broadcast a re- 
port from Rome yesterday that an 
ammunition depot blew up in Na- 
ples last Sunday, killing 72 and 
wounding 1179 civilians and 
soldiers. 

These casualties included seven 
Germans killed and 31 Germans 
wounded, said the. broadcast .re- 
corded by the Associated Press. 
Admiral Domenico Cavagnari has 
been directed to determine the 
cause of the accident, the Berlin 
radio added.

DURING MARCH, NAZIS CLAIM 


U-Boats Alone Credited With 138 
Merchantmen, Totaling 851,600 
Tons. 

NEW YORK, April 1 (AP).— 
The German high command de- 
Clared today in a communique 
broadcast from Berlin and re- 
corded here that Nazi naval and 
air forces sank at least 149 Allied 
merchantmen totaling 926,600 tons 
and 21 light war vessels in March. 

Of this total, which was with- 
out confirmation from _ Allied 
sources, submarines were said to 
have accounted for 138 merchant 
vessels aggregating 851,600 tons 
and one destroyer. 

In addition; the two German 
services damaged 57 merchant 
ships, “part of which may also be 
considered sunk, ” the communique 
said. 

Surface ste submarines and 
air forces were credited with sink- 
ing of three destroyers, eight sub- 
marines, one escort vessel and 
nine motor torpedo boats and 
damaging of four destroyers, two 
submarines, a patrol boat and 
seven motor torpedo boats.

STANDARD PRICES 
UN Bec MAY BE 
GIVEN OUT MONDAY 


Two Ceilings, One for 
Large;... Another 
Small Stores, to Be Set 
Up in Each of 11 Zones. 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion put finishing touches today 
on new standardized retail prices 
for beef, veal, lamb and mutton, 
which along with rationing, are 
expected by officials to iron out 
many kinks in meat distribution. 

These price rules, which prob- 
ably will be released Monday, will 
be similar to the standardized re- 
tail pork prices that go into ef- 
tect today, although they prob- 
ably will not be effective until 
about April 15. 

As in the case of today’s pork 
prices, the new rules on beef, veal, 
lamb and mutton will set up two 
prices, one for small independent 
stores and the other for large in- 
dependents and chains, in each 
of 11 zones into which the country 
has been divided, The two prices 
probably will be a cent to a few 
cents apart, with the small stores 
permitted to charge the higher 
prices because of higher relative 
operating costs. 

Aimed at arkets. 

This will do awa ith the con- 
fusion over meat prices which of- 
ficials believe has done much to 
make possible. widespread black 
markets in meat, Formerly, each 
store had its individual maximum 
meat prices depending on what 
that store charged for each cut in 
March, 1942. As wholesale prices 
rose, many stores with low maxi- 
mums could not afford to handle 
muéh meat. Some were tempted, 
accordingly, to buy meat illegally 
and sell if at illegal prices. As 
OPA sees it, it was impossible to 
enforce the individual ceilings be- 
cause the public could not deter- 
mine easily ‘whether it was being 
charged proper prices,

stores and all large or chain stores 
in the same locality will have the 
same maximum prices, enabling

“T saw thousands of bombs 
bursting,” he said. “They seemed 
to be exploding on every bit of 
the harbor.” 

Second Lieut. J. H. Gant of Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., who was a ministerial 
student in Kentucky State Teach- 
ers’ College before enterini the air 
force, said: “When the bombs 
dropped my job was done. On the 
way back I got out my Bible ana 
spent the time reading. I always 
do that on the way back from a 
raid.” 

Lieut. George Ludolph, a bom- 
bardier from St. Paul Park, Minn., 
who loosed bombs on the huge 
Decimomannu air field, said he 
had been on 33 raids-and the Cag- 
liari attack was “the best ever.” 

“I’m sure glad that I saw the 
show from the balcony instead of 
the orchestra pit,” he said. 

Every one of the Fortresses and 
their Lightning escort returned to 
base, whereas 14 enemy fighters 
were shot down and 57 other planes 
were destroyed or damaged on the 
ground.

MOSCOW, April 1 (AP).—De- 
spite the thaw of an unusually 
early spring, the Red Army strug- 
gied today to maintain its drives 
in at least two sectors, the Kuban 
valley of the Western Caucasus 
and the Smolensk area on the cen- 
tral front. 


In the Caucasus, Russian troops 
pushed on from Anastasevskaya, 
one of the Germans’ last good- 
sized bases on the eastern side of 
the Kerch Strait, which the Soviet 
midnight communique announced 
was captured yesterday. The 
strait is but 42 miles from the 
town. 

The noon communique said that 
on the central front, after artil- 
lery duels, the Russians cleared 
the Nazis from some positions, al- 
though there was no material 
change in this front before Smo- 
lensk. The Germans made numer- 
ous sharp counterattacks but 
gained no objectives, it was as- 
serted. They now are fighting 
from a good depth of defenses 
where they are well armed and 
fully manned. 

Fighting on Upper Donets. 

The Nazis continued sharp but 
mot big-scale attacks in narrow 
sectors along the Northern Donets 
River, and failed to make any 
c or to drive the Reds 
from the footholds they still have 
on the western bank, the Russians 
said. One dispatch said Soviet 
troops had improved their posi- 
tions on the western bank. 

(The German high command 
said that the Nazis had repulsed 
Russian attacks at the Kuban 
bridgehead and that only local en- 
gagements were being fought in 
other sectors of the eastern front. 
It reported that between March 21 
and March 31 456 Soviet tanks 
were destroyed, captured or 
knocked out.) 

There was evidence that the 
Red Army, by its great effort at 
quick consolidation of gains on 
the central front and in some 
other sectors, was beginning to 
give the Germans fresh worries. 
The Nazi commanders had been 
confident that mud and slush re- 
sulting from the spring thaw 
would halt all operations. Now 
they are beginning to wonder if 
their wishes will come true. 

Reds Repel Ku Attacka. 

The Russians said“the Germans 
attempted violently to retake the 
Kuban sector regained by Soviet 
forces. Led by dive bombers, 200 
rapid-fire riflemen advanced on 
the approaches of a settlement. A 
Tass dispatch reported the Ger- 
mans shelled and bombed the sec- 
tor every 10 or 15 minutes for 
several hours, and then the rifle- 
men moved in. They were re- 
pulsed. They launched a second 
attack; it, too, ended in failure. 

Anastasevskaya is only 10 miles 
from a road leading south to 
Novorossisk, the former Russian 
maval base on the Black Sea 
coast and principal supply center 
now for what is left of the Nazi 
Caucasus army. If the Russians 
can seize the road junction they 
may trap a sizeable German force 
in that area. Another Soviet 
force previously had been report- 
ed in Abinskaya, only 20 miles 
northeast of Novorossisk. 

Russian big guns battered Ger- 
man positions west of Rostov, 
where warmer spring weather was 
reported. The noon communique 
elso said that in this area an 
enemy ammunition dump was de- 
stroyed by Soviet bombers, and 
that 11 German planes were shot 
down and six more damaged by 
Red Army airmen and antiair- 
craft batteries. 


Mexico’s Envoy Reaches Kuibyshev 

MOSCOW, April 1 (AP).—Luis 
Quintanilla, Mexico's first Minister 
to Russia in 10 years, arrived in 
Kuibyshev by plane yesterday and 
was greeted by Soviet Foreign Of- 
fice officials and Western Hemi- 
sphere diplomats.

Air Force Co-operation, 


He said close co-operation of 


Allied air forces in North Africa 
had contributed substantially to 
the defeat of Rommel’s forces 
and promised the relentless air 
attacks would continue. Allied 
air mastery, he said, will be of 
great importance in the final 
phases of the fighting there. 

He reported that the advance 
of American Forces under Lieut. 
Gen. George S. Patton Jr. in Cen- 
tral Tunisia and the attacks by 
the British First Army in the 
North were timed to coincide 
with Montgomery’s assault on the 
Mareth line. 

He had no venait on Allied 
casualties in Tunisia beyond those 
already received in front line 
news dispatches. 

Other Fronts, 

On other fronts, Stimson 
ported: 

The bomber commands of both 
the United States Army Air Forces 
and the Royal Air Force in Brit- 
ain are increasing in size, and 
“we may expect their attacks will 
increase in frequency and in 
power,” 

The early spring thaw in Rus- 
sia is boggihg down major mil- 
itary operations except in the ex- 
treme north and the extreme 
south. In both of these regions 
the Russians are continuing to 
advance in the face of strong re- 
sistance. It is possible that most 
of the German forces in the 
Caucasus have been withdrawn to 
the Crimea. There is some rea- 
son to hope that summer will 
find the Germans unable to re- 
peat their great offensives of the 
last two years. 

There is evidence that the Jap- 
anese are increasing their air 
strength in Burma, China, and 
the Southwest Pacific, but “nev- 
ertheless, our planes continue to 
outfight the best the enemy can 
bring against them.”

An order directing loca) draft 
boards to proceed immediately 
with reclassification of their regis- 
trants to place deferments on the 
basis of essential occupation rather 
than dependency, was placed in the 
mail at Jefferson City last night 
by State Selective Service Director 
Col. Claude C. Earp 

Col. Earp’s order carrying out 
the mandate of the War Man- 
power Commission of last Jan. 30, 
was issued after he learned that 
draft boards of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County had taken no steps 
to begin reclassification because 
they regarded their instructions 
as conflicting 

The instructions to loca} boards 
direct them to notify registrants 
between the ages of 18 and 37, who 
are engaged in any of the occupa- 
tions listed as nondeferrable, that 
they must within 10 days register 
with the United States Employ- 
ment Service, or be subject to im- 
mediate reclassification without 
consideration of dependency 

Terms of Directive. 

Under the terms of the War 
Manpower Commission directive, 
those who register with the em- 
ployment service are to get 30-day 
_ draft deferments, but if, at the ex- 
piration of that period, they have 
not found employment in essential 
war industry, they are liable to im- 
mediate induction. Ue 

John J. Griffin, president of the 
Associated Draft Boards of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, said 
today he had not received the new 
directive, and could not, for that 
reason, predict what would be done 
here. Yesterday Griffin had said 
the situation was “muddled” be- 
cause of conflicting directives. 

The conflict arose because draft 
boards had been notified ‘not to 
induct married men with children. 
Griffin had said yesterday that in 
the absence of a specific directive 
from Paul V. McNutt, chairman of 
the War Manpower Commission, 
repealing that restriction, nothing 
could be done to carry out the di- 
rective of Jan. 30. 

Meeting Monday Night. 

The association of city and coun- 
ty draft rds will meet Monday 
night at Hotel Mayfair. They are 
expected to discuss at that. meet- 


ing how to proceed in view of the/ 


new directive. 

A canvass of draft boards in the 
city and county this morning dis- 
closed only one, Local Board No. 1 
'in the county, which had received 
Col. Earp’s new directive. At most 
boards where qualified spokesmen 
‘were present it was said that when 
they received the new directive 
they would proceed to carry out its 
instructions. 

Today, April 1, was the date 
specified in the Jan. 30 direttive 
for putting into effect the new 
basis of classification of draft reg- 
istrants. The Jan. 30 directive set 
up specific lists of occupations 
which were construed as 
nondeferrable, irrespective of de- 
pendency. It was intended to impel 
Graft eligibles to transfer from 
non-essential jobs to jobs viewed 
as essential to the war effort. 

Col. Earp said he saw no con- 
flict in the situation, because it 
should be understood that a later 
directive cancels out an earlier 
one whenever there may be a con-. 
flict. 

He said he expected draft boards 
throughout the State to proceed in 
compliance with the Jan. 30 order 
and readjust their classification 
basis so that occupation would be 
the determining factor.

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Boilers Exploded, St. 
Louisan Writes From 
North Africa — Vessel 
Abandoned. 


A stirring account of the tor- 
pedoing of a troopship on the way 
to Africa and the rescue of the 
ship’s company by destroyers has 
been sent home in a letter from 
Maj. E. Lansing Ray Jr. of St. 
Louis. 

He described the instant con- 
sternation and horror when the 
torpedo struck at 2:30 o’clock in 
the morning, and the fire that fol- 
lowed. Writing in terse phrases 
as drawn from notes he made after 
the rescue, he told of a period of 
almost 12 hours on board until he 
slid down a “greasy cable” onto a 
destroyer’s deck. Some injured 
men were cared for, even in life- 
boats, by Army nurses, he related. 
The ship was cleared of all sur- 
vivors, but Maj. Ray said nothing 
specifically as to whether any lives 
were lost : 

Maj. Ray, secretary of the Globe- 
Democrat Publishing Co. had 
been a reserve officer since his 
graduation from Princeton Univer- 
sity in 1932 and he was called into 
active service two days befor 
Pearl Harbor. He is attached t 
the intelligence service at Allied 
General Headquarters in North 
Africa. The son of the president 
of the publishing company, he re- 
sides on the St. Louis Country 
Club grounds. His letter was writ-

_ “I’ve just heard I can write you 
about our torpedoing on the way 
down, and can’t wait to tell you 
all about it. Naturally I can’t men- 
tion when, where, the name of the 
boat, the number of troops, or 
anything else like that, which 
might give valuable information to 
the enemy, but I can tell you all 
about my personal experiences. 
The information that follows was 
all written down in note form the 
night after it happened, so that 
when I could. write about it, I'd 
remember al] the little details. So 
what follows will be just as I then 
wrote it, though censored some- 
what by myself. Any spaces I 
leave blank, can be filled in when 
I get home. So here goes: 


“Two-thirty a. m., unbelieveable 
explosion woke us out of sound 
sleep—knew exactly what had hap- 
pened, couldn’t have been any- 
thing else — glass shattered all 
over, furniture and everything else 
loose in eabin upside down all 
over the place. Heavy list within 
15 seconds — lights out — all six 
jumped up and dressed hurriedly 
in shambles, everyone in every- 
one else’s way-—feeling of be- 
wilderment mixed with terror— 
my clothes had all been laid out 
right next to me and flashlight at 
my head within easy reach, but 
one of the others had taken my 
life belt .nd it seemed an inter- 
minable time before I found an- 
other. Grabbed musette bag al- 
ready packed with emergency 
items for just such an occasion 


Ike (Lt. Ejichelberger’ of Pitts- 
burgh)—one of the last to arrive 
—nurses already getting into boats 
which were being lowered down 
the sides—everyone orderly as far 
as we could see. 

“Stood some time, then sat hud- 
died in dark on deck—brilliant 
moon, could see life boats with 
nurses pulling away, and destroy- 
ers that had not gone on circling 
around searching for sub and 
dropping depth charges — convoy 
had gone on. 

Waiting to Be Taken Off. 

“About 3:30 all felt eased when 
ship's officer announced, ‘As far 
as the water level is concerned we 
are holding our own; it looks 
good’—call for Royal Engineers— 
About 4:00 Ike and I went back to

Assem- 
bled web belt with automatic, ex- 
tra clips, first-aid pack, and can- 
teen of water, and slung it on to 
the web suspenders.

\so-fio one allowed to use toilets. 
Destroyer had picked up people 
from lifé boats and was \heading 
off in direction of port—another 
pulling up to starboard aft to start 
unloading troeps; why/this was 
necessary, was to learn later. Huge 
slice of bread with smelling fish 
plunked on top all we were given 
to eat—call for medical officers to 
care for men who had panicked

“Destroyer loaded and another 
took its place—two seagoing tugs 
appeared on horizon and numer- 
ous planes circling overhead in 
search of subs—warm, sunny day 
—life rafts still tied to ship being 
pulled out of water to increase 
speed—now making about four 
knots. 

Boilers Explode. 

-*“About 1 p. m. went to port side 
of sun deck, alone, 20 yards for- 
ward of funnel, to sit and relax in 
sun and read ‘Jeeves’—was doing 
fine and enjoying life as much as 
possible when suddenly great muf- 
fled explosion, sounding like a 
huge thud, and 100 feet of thick 
flame shot out of funnel right 
above me—intense heat—men at 
gun positions clambered down and 
I was off top deck like a flash. 
Flames followed by mixture of 
flame and black smoke, very 
dense — learned later that engine 
room had been on fire .since half 
an hour after we were hit and 
finally the boilers had exploded— 
that was why the destroyers were 
hurrying to get every one off ship. 

“Side nets being lowered just in 
case all had to abandon ship be- 
fore destroyers had taken every 
one off—put trench coat back on 
with suspenders and belt over it, 
and musette bag over shoulder, 
to be ready to jump at second’s 
notice, 

“Officer up from below says that 
heat is intense and paint peeling 
off walls—would the damn thing 
blow to bits with us still on it? 
Finally we were herded slowly aft 
along starboard side toward de- 
stroyer — threw bag and helmet 
onto deck of destroyer and slid 
down greasy cable after them — 
off that burning ship at last, thank 
God! 

“Collected bag and helmet and 
went into officers’ mess cabin 
where tea was waiting—delicious 
and helpful, but who but the Brit- 
ish would have thought of that?

weren't off it a minute too soon— 
cabin section a mass of flames and 


ce me smoke, with flames ‘pouring out of 


everywhere. We were on last de- 
stroyer away, which cleared the 
ship of all survivors and some 
others who had been picked up 
out of the water night before— 
sped away at 30 knots (here dele- 
tion by a censor)... exposure— 
landed about... later. On pier 
for about five minutes, then on to 
another liner to try our luck again 
through same water with samé 
subs around to destination. 


“Most Horrifying 12 Hours.” 


“That, then, is the story of my 
personal experience. Needless to 
say, it was the most horrifying and 
unpleasant 12 hours I’ve ever spent 
or hope to spend, But others 
weren’t so fortunates Syme (an 
officer friend), for instance, was 
thrown overboard into the oily sea 
under circumstances I can’t men- 
tion ‘now, and wallowed around 
for a half-hour, until he found a 
liferaft to cling to.. He was hang- 
ing to that for two more hours 
until picked up by a destroyer. He 
was black from! head to foot, as 
were innumerable others, but none 
the worse for wear after it was 
over, 

“Yes, this experience was the 
real thing, and something I'll never 
forget. Words are so inadequate 
to express one’s feelings. Neither 
I nor anyone else is ashamed to 
admit we were scared stiff when 
it first happened in the dark and 
all of us just awakened out .of a 
sound sleep. Then after an hour 
or so everything pretty well settled 
down until the final explosion, 
when we all realized that we were 
in immediate danger of going up 
completely in flames. That wasn’t 
such a pleasant feeling either. I 
really thought we’d have to jump 
right off the deck into the water 
any minute and hope to find some- 
thing to grab onto. 

“Curiously enough, though, my 
main thought after it was all over 
was the regret at having lost every- 
thing. I owned except for the 
few things I had on or was carry-: 
ing. 

Unlucky, Yet Lucky. 

“There are two ways to look at 
a thing like this. First of all, we 
were damned unlucky that our 
ship had to be the onc to be hit 
of all that get through without 
any trouble. On the other hand, 
we were lucky’ as hell to have got 
out of it so easily, that is, those 
of us who did get out, which was 
practically every gone, 

“One interesting human. side- 
light was the way so many of the 
soldiers were unable to control 
their bowels. The decks and pas- 
sages were a nasty sight. 


“The Army nurses on board were 
magnificent. Calm as could be, 
and competent in the crisis. Even 
in the lifeboats they worked on 
the injured. 


“We'd had an awfully rough trip, 
and there were many soldiers and 
officers in the ship’s hospital with 
broken arms, knees, and one 
broken skull. 
lows must have felt, helpless - to 
help themselves. But they were all 
taken care of first of all, and 
though many of them had a 
damned painful experience, being 
hoisted up to deck and. then down 
into the boats, they all got off all 
right. 

“I can’t tell you how anxious I’ve 
been for the time I could write you 
all about the torpedoing. I’m much 
relieved now that it’s off my chest, 
for I know how much you'll en- 
joy reading about it. I tell you, it 
was a funny feeling to get right on 
another liner, and go out again 
into the same water where we'd 
been laid into just before. But all’s 
well that ends well, and I’m here 
to tell the story.”

Elliott Names Committee 
Including Those Pre- 
viously | Mysteriously 
‘Appointed.’

|jdisclaimed on Monday by Speaker 
tHoward Elliott, was made official 


by him today with the announce- 
ment of the permanent House com- 
mittees. 

The new members are. Repre- 
sentatives Otho Smith, McDonald 
County, and William S. McCall, La- 
clede* County, Republicans, and 
Edgar J. Keating, Kansas City, 
Democrat. 

Chairman Chailes Farrar of the 
committee said previously’ the 
three had been appointed members 
of his committee two weeks ago by 
the Speaker and that Smith and 
Keating were present when ‘he bill 
was killed by the committee in 
executive session. No record is 
made of the votes in secret com- 
mittee meetings, but it. was re- 
ported the two cast the deciding 
votes against the bill. 

When questioned Monday about 
the addition of the new members 
to the committee, Elliott told the 
correspondent he had not ap- 
pointed the additional members, 
although, he said, he had discussed 
the matter with Farrar, who asked 
that his committee be enlarged 
because he had been having diffi- 
culty in getting a quorum to at- 
tend committee meetings. 

Two Others Removed. 

Two others, Representatives Mil- 
ton F. Napier of St. Louis and 
Theodore W. Hukriede, Warrenton, 
who have consistently supported 
criminal code reform measures, 
said they understood they had been 
removed from the committee and 
replaced by the three new 
members. 

This sifft in the membership 
tipped the balance of the commit- 
tee to a position of opposition to 
remedial criminal code legislation 
just before a vote was to be taken 
on the important bill, whereas be- 
forehand a majority of committee 
members favored the measure. 

Napier and Hukriede, however, 
were retained on the permanent 
committee announced by ithe 
Speaker. Elliott also added a fourth 
new member, Representative Wal- 
ter E, Bailey of Carthage, who had 
not figured in the previous mys- 
terious committee shakeup. 

Purpose of Measure. 

The bill which was killed with 
the aid of the votes of two legis- 
lators, whose standing on the com- 
mittee at that time is not quite 
clear, would have given the State 
Supreme Court broad powers for 
revising and modernizing’ the 
State’s antiquated criminal code, 
which has been blocked for many 
years by lawyer-legislators having 
extensive practices in criminal 
cases. 

Four members of the committee, 
including Napier and MHukriede, 
filed a minority report in opposi- 
tion to the committee’s action in 
killing this measure. They as-

Third Year Under Smoke Law 
Best Yet, Weather Records Show 


Thick Palls Totaled Less Than 14 Hours Last 
Winter, 117 Hours Before Ordinance Was 
Passed, Commissioner Says. 


St. Louis’ third winter under the 
city’s smoke elimination law was 
the best yet, Smoke Commissioner 
Robert M. Boyles reported today, 
reviewing statistics on smoke. ob- 
servations of. the United States 
Weather Bureau, 


statistical purposes is considered 
to have begun Sept. 1 and to have 
ended last midnight, there were 121 
hours of moderate smoke, occur- 
ring on 38 days, and 13 hours and 
50 minutes of thick smoke, oc- 
curring on seven of those same 38 
days. | 

There has been a progressive im- 
provement each year the ordinance 
has been in effect, Boyles pointed 
out. Taking the combined hourly 
total. for thick and moderate 
smoke, there were 197 hours the 
first year (1940-41); 184 hours the 
second year, and; last year, 134 
hours. The total for the year be- 
fore the ordinance went into effect 
was 716 hours. 

The record is even more striking 
when the data for thick smoke are 
considered. There were 117 hours 


In this’ heating season, which, for| 


and 30 minutes of thick smoke the 
year before the smoke ordinance 


became effective, and last year but 
13. hours and 50 minutes. 

Boyles said the continued im- 
provement shown in the last heat- 
ing season was particularly grati- 
fying because he would have been 
satisfied, in view of war condi- 
tions, if the record had simply be- 
come no worse. 


He pointed out that there had 
been a great increase in railroad 
and industrial activity and a sub 
stantial increase in the city’s pop- 
ulation. There was no coke on 
the market for the last heating 
season, industries and apartment 
house managers had difficulty in 
keeping experienced janitors and 
firemen, and some heating plants 
were converted from oil to coal 
consumption, Boyles added. : 

Counteracting these unfavorable 
influences, he said, were the ac- 
cumulated benefits derived from 
enforcement of the smoke ordi- 
nance, with permanent improve- 
ments made each year, and the 
fact that the public generally did 
respond to the appeals made last 
summer to prepare for the winter 
by putting in supplies of smoke- 
less fuel.

NOW EXCEEDING LOSSES 
TO U-BOATS, REPORT SAYS 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP). 
MERICAN _ shipbuilding — 
Avnien soon, for the first 
ime in history, May pro- 
vide a bigger merchant fleet 
than Britain’s—is winning its 
race against Axis submarines. 
That was the official report 
yesterday by the Combined 
Shipping Adjustment Board 
which was formed a year ago 
last January to make the most 
out of United Nafions tonnage. 
Withholding ex&ct figures on 
losses, and warning that the 
U-boat «continues a_i serious 
threat vy 8 the war program,” 
the report said that new con- 
struction “now exceeds tonnage 
being sunk,” and revealed for 
the first time the exact 1943 
goal of United States merchant 
ship construction — 18,890,000 
deadweight tons. 

This total—which compares 
with 8,090,000 tons completed 
in 1942—will put the American 
merchant fleet out in front of 
the British some time during 
the year, the United States- 
English board said. -

Oil Refinery Promoter 
Takes Stand in Own 


Behalf at Trial on 
Fraud Charges. 


Carey Judson Harper, jointly 
charged with Elmer L. Bennight 
with swindling investors of about 
$80,000 in promotion of a non- 
operating oi] refinery in Lemay, 
took the witness stand in his own 
defense today before United States 
District Judge George H. Moore. 

He told of his dealings with 
Mrs. Cecil C. Goff, a widow, whom 
he met in Pueblo, Colo., and’ who 
testified for the Government that 
the defendants inducted her to in- 
vest $46.000 in the refinery enter- 
prise. which proved a failure. 

His version of the “investments” 
of Mrs. Goff was that she lent him 
various sums for which he turned 
ever bonds of the refinery as col- 
lateral and gave her stock as a 
“bonus.” 

He denied he had ever told Mrs. 
Goff, as she had testified, that he 
Was the youngest colonel in the 
American Army in the first World 
Wa.. Any statement he may have 
made that he was a colonel, he 
testified, was facetious. 

Reply Was Facetious, 

His recollection of the incident 
was that he had been having “a lot 
of mint juleps” with Mrs. Goff and 
her sister and that when one of 
them asked him where he was from 
he said Kentucky. “Oh, a Kentucky 
Colonel?” one of the sisters asked, 
he related. He said his reply, 
facetious was, “Yes, indeed I gam.” 

Harper testified that his “mis- 
fortune” in the refinery venture 
was caused by inability to obtain 
crude oil. He said independent re- 
finmeries could not compete with 
the big oil interests without a spe- 
cial arrangement to obtain crude 
oil He had such an arrangement 
with an Illinois oil company, he 


bankrupt before he could get the 
refinery in condition to operate. 


| Bennight’s Interest. 

Asked about Bennight’s interest 
in the promotion, Harper said he 
had employed Bennight at $200 a 
month and expenses to raise funds 
for the refinery venture.

SPECIAL RATION BOOK 
FOR SMALLER CAFES 
TO BE ISSUED BY OPA 


WASHINGTON, 
April 1 (AP), 


HE Office of Price Admin- 
T istration said today it plans 
to issue a special type of 
ration book for use by small 
food - serving establishments. 
The book will be similar to the 
meat-canned goods book ngw in 
use by householders, and will 
eliminate a complicated certifi- 
cate system of ration points for 
the small eating establishments, 
although larger places will con- 
tinue to use the certificates.

Angling for Democratic 
Support in Senate — 


Several Proposed Reso- 
lutions Studied. 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP).— 


Republicans angled today for Dem- 
ocratic support preparatory to in- 


troducing in the Senate a resolu- 
tion proposing a_ constitutional 
amendment limiting a President's 
tenure in office to two four-year 
terms. 

Senator Butler (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, said he and other Republicans 
planned to join in offering the res- 
olution soon and hoped to have 


some Democrats listed as co-au- 
thors. An informal canvass indi- 
cated, he said, that “several” Dem- 
ocrats would support the measure. 

The Butler resolution is similar 
to a proposal being considered by 


Senator Wherry (Rep.), Nebraska, 


but differs in form from a consti- | 
tutional amendment under study | 
by Senator Bridges (Rep.), New | 


Hampshire, which Would limit a 
President's tenure in office to one 
six-year term. 
Two-Thirds Vote Needed. 

Obviously designed to counter- 
act talk of a fourth term nomina- 
tion for President Roosevelt, the 
Butler measure could be expected 
to have the solid backing of the 
Senate’s 388 Republicans, but a 
two-thirds vote by both Houses is 
required to submit a constitution- 
al amendment to the States. 
‘Butler said that, in drafting the 
Senate resolution, he was moved 
by the belief that to continue a 
president in office more than two 
terms could only lead eventually 
to a break-down in democratic 
government. " 

“The continuation of one man in 
office puts the presidency of the 
nation about on the level of that 
involved in the maintenance of the 
Hague machine in Jersey City,” 
Butler told reporters. “The ma- 
chine becomes established perma- 
nently because of the political in- 
fluence it wields, the trades it can 
make and the pressure it can 
bring to bear.” 

Impetus to the Congressional 
move came with the adoption of 
anti-fourth term resolutions by 


and Michigan. 
Apparently Too Late for °44. 

Republican National Chairman 
Harrison Spangler said the action 
in these states represented a spon- 
taneous movement which appar- 
ently started too late to accomplish 
its objective by 1944. 

Spangler said: 

“That is a rather spontaneous 
feeling in the legislatures reflect- 
ing public sentiment.

He replied 
that he did not take this “very 
seriously,” adding: “It is just a 
maneuver of the opposition and a 
natural policy for them to pursue.”

Americans Downed 94 Planes, Lost 20 — 
Nazis Report 150 Killed in Flying Fort- 
ress Raid on Rotterdam. 


LONDON, April 1 (AP).—United 
States Air Forces in Great Britain 
gave the German air force nearly a 
five to one beating on its own 
grounds over Europe during 
March, losing 19 bombers and one 
fighter and shooting down at least 
94 German planes, it was disclosed 
today. 

The figures, compiled by the air 
correspondent of the British Press 
Association, showed that the Royal 
Air Force and the Americans lost 
a tota) of 209 planes over the Con- 
tinent during the month. 

In making 12 major attacks in 
March, including three raids on 
Berlin, the R. A. F. lost 162 bomb- 
ers and 27 fighters and shot down 
36 enemy planes over the Conti- 
nent, the Press Association report 
said. 
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Sixty German planes were lost 
in raids on England, although the 
Germans never sent more than 25 
planes on a mission, the report 
showed. 

U. S. Raid on Rotterdam. 

The Nazi-controlled Dutch radio 
said in a broadcast recorded to- 
day that 150 persons were kiled, 
400 injured and thousands made 
homeless by the United States F'ly- 
ing Fortress raid yesterday on 
Rotterdam, chief port of call for 
German coastal convoys. 

The United States Eighth Air 
Force in a communique announc- 
ing the raid, said that “R. A. F., 
Dominion and Allied fighters sup- 
ported the bombers over the tar- 
get and carried out diversionary 
sweeps.” 

The attack was directed at 
shipping and shipbuilding, Bombs 
were seen to burst on the target 
area, the communique reported, 
but owing to heavy clouds obser- 
vation of the results was difficult.

Soviet Air Marshal A. A. Novi- 
kov sent the R. A. F. his wishes 
for “further military successes.” 

As part of the anniversary cele- 
bration, an R, A. F. detail took 
over the Buckingham Palace 
guard for the first time -in his- 
tory as King George and Queen 
Elizabeth reviewed it from a 
palace court.

WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP).— 
A plan of easing rent control, par- 
ticularly on the purchase of homes, 
was presented to Administrator 
Brown of the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration yesterday by a dele- 
gation representing the National 


Association of Real Estate Boards.

Amid cheers the jury quickly 
awarded the prize, a bottle of 
whisky, to Hughes for “the best 
turn of the evening.” | 

Hughes had gone up to have a 
look at the weather for other mem- 
bers of the squadron who were 
scheduled for operations that 
night, and within 20 minutes he 
intercepted and destroyed the two 
German bombers, 


Pilot Fires Nazi Fuel Truck and 
Flies Through Flames. 
AT AN ADVANCED AMERI- 
CAN AIR BASE IN SOUTHERN 
March 29 (Delayed) 
(AP)—A P-39 fighter pilot, with 
gasoline streaming from his bullet- 
riddled tank, flew through the tow- 
ering flames from a 2000-gallon 
German fuel truck that his cannon 
shells had just blown up—and came 
through without a scratch or a 
burn. 


“I saw the truck just as I came 
out of the mountain pass low over 
the ground, and let go at it,” said 
Maj. J. W. Wertz, 25 years old, of 
Wichita, Kan. 


“It blew up just as I was over 
it and I flew right on through the 
flames. It was just like the up- 
draft when you fly over a hill on 
a hot day—or like someone beating 
you in the tail. 

“Several pieces of small debris— 
almost like shrapnel—hit my right 
wing. Prior to that the German 
ground fire had riddled my tank 
on the same wing and the gas was 
running out of it when I went 
through the flames. I was happy 
to get back from that mission.” 

On the same flight were Capt. 
Richard C. Watson, 27, of Seminole, 
Ok., and Maj. Michael J. Gordon, 
31, of Arcola, DL 

Watson dived on a tank park and 
held down his trigger until all his 
ammunition was gone. Although 
the Germans shot off part of his 
right wing, the cockpit canopy, 
one door, and smashed the win- 
dows and lighting system, he 
brought the plane back. He was 
unhurt. 

On another mission Lieut. War- 
ren Scribner, 25, of Anacostia, 
Wash., had both guns knocked out 
and his plane was hit twice again. 
Although blinded by oil thrown 
from a propeller, he landed safe. 


smashing a 30-foot gap in the new- 
ly-constructed bridge across the 
Timper River 30 miles northwest 
of Madang 

The Japanese attempted intercep- 
tion at only one point, at Babo in 
Dutch New Guinea, where Allied 
heavy BéOmbers started fires in the 
town and on the airdrome visible 
for 60 miles, a headquarters com- 
munique said.

372 than the amount appropriated 
for the same objects last year, and 
is $1,261,105 less than the requests 
of department heads for those 
objects for the coming year. The 
two services not included in the 
computation were the Milk Con- 
trol section of the Department of 
Public: Welfare, and the Excise 
Commissioner’s office, under the 
Department of Public Safety. 
Revenue Decrease Forecast. 
The new fiscal year will begin 
April 14. The Comptroller’s books 
will close April 10, and it will be 
determined then how near the city 
can come to balancing its budget. 
It is considered certain that the 
deficit will be larger than at the 
end of the last fiscal year, which 
was $651,853. The Governmental 
Research Institute recently esti- 
mated the_ prospective deficit as 
$1,005,125. 
“It is obvious,” the Budget Di- 
rector stated in his report, “that 
the present sources of revenue will 
continue to decline, and it is quite 
doubtful that the recent favorable 
trend of revenue receipts will con- 
tinue this year. The outlook is not 
particularly bright, and it may be 
necessary that the Board of Esti- 
mate require the head of each 
spending agency to set aside a 
certain percentage of the amount 
appropriated as a reserve to pro- 
vide for possible emergencies.” 
The Budget Director's list of 
tentative ‘appropriation figures 
shows’ $5,952,203 for all the services 
and institutions under the Director 
of Public Welfare, except. Milk 
Control. This is $84,273 less than 
the appropriations for the same 
objects in the past year, and is 
$881,972 less than the requests of 
the department and _ institution 
heads. The largest single appro- 
priation recommended in _ this 
group is for City Hospital, $1,218,- 
576, which is $35,888 more than last

Gen. Fredendall reported to Gen. 
Lear yesterday as deputy com- 
mander of the Army and later 
Gen, Lear announced he was re- 
tiring at the age of 64 under the 
law. 

There was no official announce- 
ment of Gen. Lear’s successor, but 
there appeared little doubt that 
Gen. Fredendall, hero of the Amer- 
ican landing in Oran, would take 
over. Second Army troops are 
scattered in training camps and 
military posts throughout the Mid- 
dle West from the Great Lakes to 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

An Army man for 42 of his 59 
years, Gen, Fredendall, like Gen. 
Lear, is known as a strict dis- 
ciplinarian and outstanding train- 
er of troops. He received wide ac- 
claim for directing the three-day 
attack against French forces at 
Oran last November and subse- 
quent administration of that area. 
Three months later he was in com- 
mand when Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel’s Africa Corps swept 
through Faid Pass and gave the 
Americans their first major set- 
back. Lieut. Gen. George S. Pat- 
ton Jr. succeeded Gen. Fredendall 
as commander in Central Tunisia. 

In a brief statement given ex- 
clusively to the Commercial-Ap- 
peal, Lear said that he would be 
64 May 12 and that it “is not the 
policy of the War Department to 
keep on active duty with combat 
troops those officers who have 
reached the statutory age limit.”

WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP).— 


The 48-hour work week went into} , 


effect in 32 labor-short areas to- 
day and a survey of affected cities 
indicated these general results: 

1. Compliance, as described by 
area directors,of the War Man- 
power Commission, was “good” to 
“100 per cent,” and employers are 
co-operating. 

2. No cases of open defiance 
had been reported to the commis- 
sion. 

3. Requests for exemptions were 
comparatively few, and came prin- 
cipally from concerns with a small 
number of employes. 

4. Few workers will be released 
for other jobs, largely because vir- 
tually all war plants and many 
other concerns in the affected 
areas already had gone to a 48 
hour week, but employers’ demands 
for additional workers will be 
eased. 

Seven additional industrial com- 
munities have been added to the 
32 now affected by the 48-hour 
edict. Regional directors will de- 
termine the dates the order ig to 
apply to those areas. The 48-hour 
order does not apply to St. Louis. 

The area directors’ reports on 
the first 32 cities bore out. pre- 
dictions by national WMC | offi- 
cials, but do not, necessarily mean 
the novel presidential order is 
getting perfect results because:

In¢rease Called Unnecessary. 

Clarence C. Lang, executive sec- 
retary of the Real Estate Ex- 
change, said his organization fa- 
vored the vacation proposal, but 
objected to the proposed increase, 
from the present maximum of 1550 
to 1620 patrolmen, as unnecessary. 
It has been estimated. an increase 
of 70 officers would cost the city 
about $150,000 a year. This in- 
crease has the approval of the 
Board of Police Commissioners 
and the city administration. 

Lang said a survey of the de- 
partment by the Governmental Re- 
search Institute of St. Louis had 
demonstrated that the increase in 
thé number of patrolmen was not 
necessary. i 

“We hope the committee will ap- 
prove the vacation plan,” Lang 
said, “but we do object to the 
proposed increase of 70 men. We 
think it is unjust and unfair to 
saddle the real estate taxpayers 
with $150,000 more a year. We 


think the vacations can be pro- 


vided without additional men.” 

Frank E. Lawrence, appearing 
for the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, said the organization was 
“heartily in favor of giving the

Sales of the department stores in 
February were 19 per cent greater 
than those in January and 39. per 
cent greater than the total in Feb- 
ruary, 1942. Stocks on .hand de- 
clined 11 per cent in February. 

Rise in Carloadings. 

Railroad carloadings were 5 per 
cent higher in the four weeks end- 
ing Feb. 27 than those in the pre- 
ceding four weeks and were 2 per 
cent above those in the correspond- 
ing period of last year. Although 
consumption of industrial elec- 
tricity was 3 per cent under that 
of January, a longer month, it was 
35 per cent above that of February, 
1942. 

However, dollar value of con- 
struction contracts let in February 
was 62 per cent less than that in 
January and 73 per cent less than 
that in February last year. 

Cost of living in St. Louis con- 
tinued to increase, advancing half 
of 1 per cent from Jan. 15 to Feb. 
15. This brought the total increase 
since Sept. 15, 1939, to 19.4 per 
cent. 

Agricultural prospects were hurt 
by abnormally cold weather in 
early March, which delayed prep- 
aration of land for spring plant- 
ings. 

Livestock receipts at National 
Stockyards in February were 20 
per cent less than in January but 
6 per cent greater than in Feb- 
ruary, 1942. Sheep accounted for 
most of the gain from a year ago. 
Inspected slaughter of livestock in 
St. Louis in February was 12 per 
cent greater than in wenruary last 
year, 

War Bond Plea. 

In a foreword to the monthly 
report, W. L. Hemingway, presi- 
dent of the American Bankers’ 
Association and of the Mercantile- 
Commerce Bank and Trust Co. of 
St. Louis, discussed the duty of 
banks to aid in obtaining a wide 
distribution of Government securi- 
ties in the Second War Loan Cam- 
paign, starting April 12. The na- 
tional goal is 13 billion dollars, 

Wide distribution of these se- 
curities, Hemingway said, was 
the “very cornerstone” of a suc- 
cessful war financing program. He 
pointed out that spread of pur- 
chases would relieve the inflation- 
ary pressure exerted by expand- 
ing incomes on the _ decreasing 
supply of available goods. 

“Another reason for distributing 
the bonds as widely as possible,” 
he said, “is that this war, with’ 
its tremendous loss of lives and 
wealth, is being fought not for 
any one group or class but for all 
the people, and all the people 
should take part in financing it 
according to their ability.”

“At first I thought 
I'd be compelled to send them 
back to you,” she wrote, but after 
consulting the proper authorities, 
was able to keep them. 


‘Embarrassing Situation.’ 


“Please,” she went on, “do not 
let your house ship bonds until I 
have an opportunity to give you 
authority to do so, as it might cre- 
ate an embarrassing situation for 
both of us.” 

In another letter, dated Aug. 16, 
1939, she wrote that “I am invested 
almost to the limit, and do not 
want to face an embarrassing sit- 
uation.” However, she agreed to 
accept securities mentioned in the 
letter, and continued: “I am won- 
dering if there could have been a 
mistake in the price of Puget Sound 
Power and Light 4% of 1950, as 
the Wall Street Journal of Aug. 11 
quoted these bonds at 91-91%. 

“In checking this same issue, I 
noticed some of the other bonds I 
have bought recently are listed 
lower than the price I paid. Please 
check up on them.” The Puget 
Power securities, she pointed out in 
the letter, cost the church 98%. 


Duplicate Letters. 


The letters were introduced at 
the conclusion of Mrs. Fulton’s 
testimony. Her testimony has dis- 
closed that duplicate letters she 
signed purporting to authorize the 
firm to bill the church at figures 
at variance with actual transac- 
tions were prepared by Perry Dry- 
den, vice-president of the firm and 
head of the Chicago office. 

But Mrs. Fulton testified, in ef- 
fect, she never authorized an in- 
tricate system of “pair-offs” and 
mark-ups which the defense main- 
tains developed partly from the let- 
ters. The letters were. presented 
to her for signature, she said, aft- 
er the church was anxious to get 
rid of defaulted Brazilian and 
Chilean bonds which had “evap- 
orated” before the Rollins firm 
took over its accounts. 

Signed by Mrs. Fulton. 

Origin of the letters, written on 
Rollins stationery but signed by 
Mrs. Fulton in her dual capacity 
as treasurer of the $1,500,000 wom- 
an’s work fund, mainspring of the 
Government’s case, and a’ rela- 
tively small Gibson Memoria] Fund 
account, were disclosed when Trial 
Examiner Henry Fitts read a let- 
ter from Walter Rawls to Dry- 
den’s secretary referring to them. 
They were identical in phraseology 
and date, of Sept. 8 1939, to a 
previously introduced communica- 
tion from Junius F. Rawls of 
Nashville, Tenn., then treasurer 
of the Board of Missions and 
brother of Walter Rawls. The 
Rawls, defense 
counsel has conceded, was signed 
by Walter Rawls, after receiving 
|permisston from his brother by 
telephone. 

Excerpts from a letter fsom 
Walter Rawls to his Chicago of- 
fice, illustrative of the system 
based on the “authorization letter” 
which Trial Examiner Fitts has 
described as “an enigma,” included 
a statement that the “write-off” 
on sale of $10,000 in Central Power 
and Light bonds for the Gibson 
Fund and $10,000 of the same 
bonds for the Mission Board, J. F. 
Rawls, treasurer, was to be 
charged against the sale of $20,000 
in General Steel Castings seéuri- 
ties to the Mission Board. 

But Mrs. Fulton, who admitted 
on cross-examination begun late 
yesterday by Oliver T. Remmers of 
St. Louis, attorney for Rawls, that 
she still invested with Rollins and 
Rawls and had procured high- 
yield securities from them, mani- 
fested ignorance of transactions 
on the brokerage ledger sheets but 
not on her own. 

Denies She Sought Mark-ups. 

Asked on direct examination if 
she ever had requested the Rollins 
firm or Walter Rawls, who also 
traded as an individual, to send 
sales confirmations to her with 
marked-up prices “so you would 
not have to show a loss on your 
books: She replied: “I have dealt 
with every human in the world. 
My answer is absolutely no.” 

Mrs. Fulton testified she listed 
in her books the sale of the de- 
faulted South American bonds, 
bought prior to the advent of the 
Rollins firm, at true figures. 

Reliance on Broker Indicated. 

Mrs. Fulton, who indicated by 
her testimony she had only a gen- 
eral knowledge of market quota- 
tions and that she relied princi- 
pally upon the advice of Walter 
Rawls, although she consulted 
with others, said her general in- 
vestment policy was security with 
good yield. Remmers drew from 
her the opinion she had no reason 
to think Rollins and Rawls weren't 
rendering excellent service. She 
gave a disconnected breakdown of 
profits in accounts so intermingled 
that their analysis depends on 
further development. 

Anonymous Letter Mentioned. 

In questioning Mrs. Fulton, 
Remmers tried to introduce the 
text of an anonymous letter re- 
ceived by the church in 1936 to 
the effect the Rollins firm was 
charging too much.

“withdrew from almost every 
form of practical co-operation” 
with friendly nations in the recon- 
struction tasks, and “made no ef- 
fort to win the peace.” 


‘Acid Test’ of Future. | 

“Our Allies are asking them- 
selves now whether we will again 
follow that same course,”- Welles 
said. “In a very real sense” the 
decision that will be made with 
regard to the renewal of the Trade 
Agreements Act will be regarded 
by peoples throughout the world 
as an acid test of our future in- 
tentions. 

“They will see in that decision 
a clear indication as to whether 
the people of the United States 
have determined upon a policy 
of international co-operation for 
the future, or whether they will 
once more turn back to that road 
of isolation which leads to inevi- 
table disaster.” 

Welles said that the creation of 
a reliable and permanent peace 
is the greatest single interest and 
objective of the nation, but voiced 
an opinion that the greatest ob- 
stacle to success in the project 
was defeatism. 

“And I am even more convinced 
that, unless the American people 
are willing to assume their fair 
share of responsibility for the 
maintenance of peace in the world 
of the future, by joining in the 
exercise of police powers when 
that may be determined by inter- 
mational agreement to be neces- 
sary, and by participating in such 
other forms of international co- 
operation as may effectively pre- 
vent the rise of economic or po- 
litical dangers, the peace of the 


world cannot be maintained,” he

In the postwar period, Welles 
said, it will be necessary for this 
country to supply its fair share of 
immediate relief to those left des- 
titufe in the wake of the war, 
“not only for humanitarian rea- 
sons but for reasons of purest 
self-interest.” 


Short Relief Period. 

In the interest of the taxpayer, 
Welles said the relief period 
must be as short as _ possible, 
“which means that peoples of the 
devastated countries must. be 
placed upon a self-reliant and a 
self-sustaining basis as rapidly as 
possible.” . 

“From this standpoint, wise 
trade policies are essential,” he 
continued. “Foreign courtries 
can attain a self-sustaining basis 
only if there are markets for 
their products. Full employment 
of our men and resources can be 
maintained only if there are mar- 
kets for our products. In a 
larger sense, also, sound interna- 
tional trade policies are essen- 
tial in relation to our vital in- 
terests. They are essential, above 
all, from the standpoint of con- 
structing a durable peace.” 

Welles said that whether Con- 
gress renewed the Trade Agree- 
ments Act, which will expire in 
June, “is the first concrete test 
of whether we really intend to 
co-operate with the rest of the 
world in a matter that is essen- 
tial, not only to the full solu- 
tion of our domestic problems, 
but to the construction of a 
durable peace.” 

He explained the functioning of 
the act, which authorized the 
President to enter into agreements 
reducing tariifs, within specified 
limits, in return for correspond- 
ing reductions in barriers erected 
against our trade in foreign coun- 
tries. 


Interpreting the War News 


RUSSIAN WEATHER AIDS ALLIED CAUSE

PRING’S terrible mud and 
§ stu which are torturing the 

battle line in Russia probably 
are bad news for the unfortunate 
troops who have to struggle through 
them, but they're good news for 
the Allied cause as a whole. 

This is once wnen we can do a 
jot of powerful hoping that spring 
will play the laggard in Eastern 
Europe and delay the entrance of 
summer—the season of all-out of- 
fensives. The point is that the 
British-American Allies need a 
chance to get set to deliver a 
powerful -blow against Adolf Hit- 
ler somewhere in Western Europe 
by the time the good weather 
makes it possible for him to inau- 
gurate another great drive against 
the Red Army. 

It would be unsafe to permit the 
Nazi Fuehrer to employ all his 
striking power on the Eastern 
front again. His position is be- 
coming increasingly difficult and 
he is likely to try some daring 
gamble this summer to extricate 
himself. Freedom from pressure 
on the West would be an invita- 
tion to him to try another smash 
at the Russians. 


Two Months’ Grace. 


Last year he started his suc- 
cessful Crimean drive on May 12. 
A month later his terrific offensive 
against the Caucasus was in full 
swing. 

The Allies have maybe two 
months in which to finish off Tu- 
nisia and pull up their socks for 
another big show. Their offensive 
should start by June 1 if they 
are to be in position to deal with 
the fast-moving Nazis. 

There are several possible offen- 
sives, but there’s only one which, 
if successful, could force the Hit- 
lerian war to a speedy conclusion— 
that is the invasion of France 
across the English Channel. The 
Russians continue to call for this 
second front in the West, the latest 
appeal being from Alexander Troy- 
anovsky, former Soviet Ambassa- 
dor to the United States. ‘ 

Of course that’s easier said than 
done, but the attempt presumably 
will be made if the Allies have the 
necessary equipment for such a 
colossal undertaking. If we can’t 
have that, then we may get an in- 
vasion of Italy or the Balkans. 

So far as one can see everything 
is being done which could be done 
at this moment te prepare for an 
invasion of Western Europe. We 
are speeding up the Tunisian bat- 
tle so as to release men and equip- 
ment, and free the shipping lanes 
of the Mediterranean. We are giv- 
ing Germany:and occupied terri- 
tories an awful raking from the 


r. 
Air Preliminary. 

The knocking out of Hitler's 
main industries, military bases and 
lines of communication in Western 


Europe by heavy bombing is an es- 
sential preliminary -to invasion. 
When I was in England last Octo- 
ber I was told in informed quar- 
ters that if the British American 
bomber force could be trebled—not 
an excessive figure at all—the job 
could be completed by this spring. 
The task is unfinished, and this 
probably means that the necessary 
bombers haven't been available. 

However, the British-American 
team has been getting ahead with 
the business recently. Along with 
this we get the good word from 
London that informed observers 
expected an immediate expansion 
of the United States air service to 
follow Maj. Gen, Ira C. Eaker’s 
statement that the experimental 
phase of daylight precision bomb- 
ing had been passed successfully. 
England looks for a swarm of big 
bombers from across the Atlantic. 

If this expansion materializes, 
we have a right to expect that the 
combined air forces will have time 
‘in the next couple of months to 
reduce the Nazis sufficiently to 
permit invasion. The good bomb- 
ing weather is coming on. What 
we need is the bombers. 


CHURCHILL REFUSES TO GIVE 
DETAILS OF WAR ON U-BOATS

HE battle of the Mareth line 
T mnicn the British Eighth Army 

has just won: may well prove 
the decisive battle of the Tunisian 
campaign, 

Rommel is again in retreat. But 
this time he cannot safely, as he 
could and did after El Alamein, 
gain time by sacrificing space. He 
hasn’t much space to sacrifice. 
Every mile he abandons means a 
further tightening of the noose 
around his neck. 

There is a vast deal of symboli- 
cal significance in the fact that 
the battle of the Mareth Line was 
fought under circumstances that 
were broadly similar to those 
which existed at the time of the 
German break-through in France 
three years ago. Happily this 
time the shoe was on the other 
foot. 

Then it was the Maginot Line 
which was expected to hold back 
the German tide while the Allies 
secured time to gather their 
strength and deploy their forces. 
On this occasion it was the Tuni- 
sian counterpart of that system 
of fortifications which the Axis 
banked on to hold the Allies at 
arm’s length. 

Then it was the wooded and 
hilly Belgian Ardennes’ which, 
deemed by the defending forces 
too difficult for mechanized units 
to penetrate, was left largely un- 
defended. It was precisely at this 
point that the Germans broke 
through and outflanked the Magi- 
not Line. This time it was an 
Allied column which did the out- 
flanking by a magnificently exe- 


Line across terrain deemed even 
more impassable than the Ar- 
dennes.

Inner Kernel Remains. 

N announcing the capture of 
[caves and El Hamma by the 

British Eighth Army, Winston 
Churchill took pains once more 
to warn against over-optimism, 
against underrating the task that 
lies ahead. The shell of the Axis 
defenses in Tunisia has been 
broken. The hard inner kernel 
still remains. It may prove very 
difficult and costly to crack it. 
A good deal depends on the num- 
ber of men and the quantity of 
equipment Rommel had to leave 
behind when he abandoned the 
Mareth line and withdrew to the 
north. Even more may depend on 
the speed with which the Ameri- 
can forces under the command of 
Lieut. Gen. George S. Patton will 
be able to forge east from Mak- 
nassy, El Guetar and Fondouk. 

If these American troops suc- 
ceed in reaching the coast at Sous- 
se or some point south before the 
bulk of the Afrika Korps escapes, 
Rommel would be crushed in an 
Allied vise. 

At the moment the odds would 
seem to be against such a possi- 
bility. But a useful alternative for 
the Allies would be the capture of 
Kairouan, the principal Axis air 
base in Central Tunisia, 

Churchill has stated that “novel 
forms of intense air attacks” 
played a very great part in soften- 
ing the Afrika Korps and making 
it possible for the land forces to 
clear the Mareth line and rush past 
Gabes.

Allied Air Power. 


OR obvious reasons Churchill 
did not go into cetail on this 
matter. But it is no secret that 
Allied air power has been ex- 
tremely active in the Tunisian cam- 
paign and with very gratifying re- 
sults. 

In the first place, Allied air 
power, in conjunction with Allied 
sea power, has made difficult the 
reinforcement and supply of the 
250,000 Axis troops in Tunisia. 
Though the Axis sea passage this 
time is very much shorter than it 
was in the battle for Egypt, in 
Tunisia, as in Egypt and Libya, 
that sea passage is providing a 
hurdle which the Axis is finding 
no less difficult to overcome. 

Secondly, Allied air power, by 
achieving a position of superiority 
in the air over Central and South- 
ern .Tunisia, helped blind) Rommel 
at least from time to time. The 
brilliant flanking move through 
the Matmata Mountains to El 
Hamma, carried out by a column 
of Montgomery’s men, might not 
have succeeded had Rommel -pos- 
sessed sufficient air power for con- 
tinuous reconnaissance and for 
strafing attacks. 

Thirdly, Allied air power has 
been very. effectively co-ordinated 
with Allied land power. All along 
the front Allied day and sight 
bombers have carried.out a con- 
tinuous offensive against enemy 
troop concentrations, supply con- 
voys, airfields, roads and rail- 
roads. 

In this particular, too, the les- 
sons which the Germans taught 
the Allies in France have been 
applied by the Allies against the 
Germans in Tunisia. 

To be sure, the more the Axis 
becomes concentrated in the 
north — in. the sector between 
Bizerte and Tunis, the better the 
air position of the Axis will be. 

At least the German-Italian 
forces will then be able to employ 
their bomber and fighter strength 
from Sicily—only 90 miles from

And at the other end of Penn- 
sylvania avenue, there are signs 
of illusions arising from the same 
mistaken assumption. The other 
day an eminent newspaper and 
several well-known commentators, 
who try faithfully to reflect offi- 
cial opinion, announced that if our 
Allies did not accept the American 
interpretation of the Atlantic 
Charter as interpreted by these 
journalists, the United States 
would revert to “isolation.”

A Fallacious Assumption. 

HE. assumption, unconscious 

for many, at the root of these 
opinions is that we are the invul- 
nerable bestowers of benefits on 
others. The assumption is an ab- 
solute fallacy. 

We are in fact fighting powerful 
enemies as one among several 
great states. In this struggle we 
take as well as give. We ask as 
well as receive. Our opinions, 
though important, are not the law. 
And our success in safeguarding 
and promoting our own interests 
depends upon our seeing ourselves, 
and our position, and our power, 
and our needs and our hopes, with 
clear eyes and a level head in re- 
lation to the actual scheme of 
things. *% . 

It is quite as true ‘of us as 
Churchill said it was of Britain 
that we “have to reach agreements 
with great and friendly equals and 
also to have a care to the rights of 
weaker and smaller states, and 
that it will not be given to any one 
nation to achieve the full satisfac- 
tion of its ‘individual wishes.” 

To know this is to have come of 
age.

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OUR JOB WITH JAPAN 


Full-Scale Bombing of Enemy Homeland 
Delayed by Lack of Planes and Bases, 
but Preparations Are Being Made.

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Japan? 


N the bombardment of questions which assails anyone who has 
just returned to the United States from China, there is one query 
which recurs with monotonous regularity: Why aren’t we bombing 


Looking at a map, where Japan and China seem almost to touch, 
it does appear that hitting at Japanese cities from our bases in China 


should offer no insuperable difficulties. 


But to the men on the spot, 


where distances are measured in hundreds of miles instead of inches, 
where supply problems are agonizing and where big airdromes are few 
and vulnerable, the task of striking deep into Japan's vitals looms up 
for what it is—a job of truly formidable dimensions. 


There is, however, a silver lin- 
ing to this dilemma. Preparations 
for heavier and more frequent 
bombing of - important Japanese 
bases are going forward. During 
the coming months, our air force 
will range farther into the core 
of Japanese military and naval 
power than ever before. The 
promise has been made to China, 
and it will be kept, despite im- 
pressive obstacles. 


Problem of Supply. 

Unless carriers are used—and we 
have few to risk for such a pur- 
pose—the bombing of Japanese 
bases is, first of all, a problem of 
supply. For long-range bombing 
of this kind, you must have heavy 
bombers, or gnedium bombers espe- 
cially equipped for long-distance 
flying. These bombers, when they 
can be spared from more urgent 
fronts, have 15,000 miles to travel 
before they even reach their base 
of operation. All gasoline, all per- 
sonnel and alk maintenance equip- 
ment required to keep these huge 
craft flying have to be flown into 
China from India, which is the 
nearest point that can be reached 
by ship and train. Most bombs 
also have to be carried by air into 
China, often for distances as great 
as 1000 or 1500 miles, to reach 
the points from which the bomb- 
ing missions can begin, Chinese 
arsenals produce limited quanti- 
ties of light and medium bombs, 
but cannot begin to supply the 
needs of any large-scale bombing 
offensive. 

In the second place, bombing 
Japanese bases is a problem of 
distance. There are Chinese troops 
within 900 miles of Tokyo, but that 
doesn’t mean that tnere are suit- 
able airdromeg that close to the. 
enemy capital. Any attempt to 
construct such facilities in guer- 
rilla areas behind the Japanese 
lines would inevitably provoke at- 
tack from Japanese ground forces 
which could reach and wipe out 


such installations with ease. The 
most advanced Chinese airfields 
capable of accommodating heavy 
bombers are still well over 1000 
miles from Tokyo, 


Bases Within Reach. 


There are, of course, many Jap- 
anese bases closer at hand which 
can be bombed with ease and with 
damaging effect if we can get the 
planes to China in sufficient quan- 
tities to do the job, Our present 
air force in China is much smaller 
than most Americans suppose. Be- 
cause of this and because of sup- 
ply difficulties, it has had to Hmut 
its operations to nearby objectives. 
The effective attacks on Hong- 
kong, Canton and Haiphong and 
the damaging raids on Japanese 
shipping are only a sample of what 
American pilots will be doing in 
China when they get the todls to 
work with. The longest American 
raid out of Free China, so far, was 
the attack on the Kailan coal 
mines, in extreme Northern China. 
It failed of its purpose—the de 
struction of the power house con- 
trolling the mines—but as a mo- 
rale booster, its effect on the Chi- 
nese in occupied regions was 
electric, 


Many fine targets lie within less 
than 1000 miles of Chinese bases. 
Japanese bases on the Island of 
Formosa and Japanese installa’ 


tions at Nanking, Shanghai, Tien- 


tsin and Peking are within easy 
flight.

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How the Prison Racket Was Beaten. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE revelation that Arthur H. Ham, 

one of.the trustees of the Russell 
Sage Foun on, is also trustee for 
35 per cent of the stock of one of the 
major small-loan chains has a parallel 
in the case of the prison-factory con- 
tract system. 

There was (and probably is) a high- 
ly venerated prison reform association 
that, in all the years that the prison 
contractors were debauching the state 
Legislatures ($1000 per vote in Okla- 
homa) to get control of the labor of 
the 60,000 labor-able prisoners, cham- 
pioned the prison-contract system “for 
' the good of the prisoners.” The con- 
tractors paid the several states 5 cents 
each for fabricating shirts, while the 
St. Louis uhion and non-union shirt fac- 
tories had a 25-cent piecework price for 
the same shirts. 

It was discovered that the director 
(1924) of tHis “charitable” organization 
was connected with the prison-contract 
racket. Thus, when any voice >was 
raised against the prison-contract labor 
system, the powerful voice of this “wel- 
fare” organization was raised for the 
chiselers who held the juicy prison con- 
tracts. The members of the Legisla- 
tures quoted from the “reports” of this 
silk-stocking outfit, and voted the pris- 
oners into slavery for private profit. 
One lobbyist had a $500,000 annual ex- 
pense account from the largest contrac- 
tor, who controlled 17 penitentiaries. 

One prison contractor had a label 
with the slogan: “He was true to his 
country, we are true to our trade.” 

I had the fun of wrecking this graft- 
ing business. It was useless to appeal 
to the Legislatures of the several 
states. So we went to the women’s 
clubs, churches, trade unions; etc., in 
a dozen cities. Committees called on 
the jobbers and retail stores. They 
pointed out the prison-made goods. The 
dealers in some cases shipped the mer- 
chandise back to the “manufacturers” 
and, in Vincennes, Ind. the jobber 
made a great bonfire in front of his 
store, burning prison-made work clothes 
from his shelves. Finally Congress 
‘passed the necessary legislation. 

State Representative Raymond J. 
Lahey is starting a one-man crusade 
against a business that grosses perhaps 
$50,000,000 a year. One need only sit 
through one session of the present com- 
mittee hearing to know that he is fight- 
ing a lone fight. That need not bluff 
him. “One man and God” is a ma- 
jority. And the people of the United 
States do love a scrapper. Help will 
come to him from a thousand directions, 
just as soon as people know that he is 
going to stick.

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A WARNING. 

The country is in mortal danger of a series of 
events which may open up the floodgates of infla- 
tion, with all its ruinous results upon the war effort 
and upon the lives of the people. 

Last Friday the Senate passed and sent to the 
White House the Bankhead bill, the farm bloc’s 
latest inflationary measure. Under this bill, Gov- 
ernment benefits paid to farmers would be included 
in the calculation of parity price ceilings. 

The Senate passed this bill over the urgent pro- 
test of OPA Administrator Prentiss Brown, who 
warned that, if it is enacted into law, it will raise 
food prices 7 per cent and boost the cost of living 
by a billion and a half dollars. 

This is bad enough in itself, but it is not half the 
story. If the farm bloc gets away with this measure, 
one almost certain result is that John L. Lewis will 
win his fight for an increase in the wages of the 
United Mine Workers. 

It will be recalled that today, April 1, is the 


between Lewis and the United States Government. 
This is the day that the United Mine Workers 
were to go on strike, with all the resulting paralysis 
of our war industry. The issue has been deferred, 
but it is still red-hot. 

If the farm bloc forces enactment of the Bank- 
head bill, it will place in the hands of John L. Lewis 
a most powerful weapon to enforce his demands. 
And if Lewis wins this supreme fight, it will make 
him the crowned Emperor of American labor. | 

If Lewis succeeds in dynamiting the Little Steel 
formula, by which wages have been stabilized in 
the last few months, President Murray of the CIO 
and President Green of the AFL will have to follow 
suit’ to demand corresponding wage increases for 
their unions. 

But Lewis will get the-~credit for leading the way. 
He will claim credit for being stronger than all 
other union leaders, stronger than the War Labor 
Board and even stronger than the President of the 
United States, who has insisted that the United Mine 
Workers’ dispute, like all others, should go in orderly 
fashion through the processes of collective bargain- 
ing and determination by the War Labor Board. 

If Lewis should win, the inflation spiral in its 
most vicious form will have been started all over 
again. If it happens, the masters of America will 
be the two great pressure groups—the farm bloc and 
the labor bloc. And the menacing figure of John 
L. Lewis will tower above all the rest. 

If it proves impossible for public opinion to stop 
the farm bloc, on the one hand, and John L. Lewis, 
on the other, we may as well say good-by to the 
carefully built ramparts that have been erected 
against inflation. We may as well prepare to see 
prices soar and wages soar, one after the other, until 
our whole domestic economy is a shambles. 

Just now the Bankhead bill is on the President’s 
desk, and a veto is expected. But ominous signs 
indicate that plans are being drawn to repass it 
over the President’s veto. In this case, Lewis, like 
the master strategist he is, will seize the chance to 
break down the Little Steel formula. And then the 
fat will be in the fire. 

We warn the people of the danger. If they do not 
make themselves heard, if they do not assert them- 
selves in opposition to the two great pressure groups, 
they can expect the worst.

QUERY. 

After the brilliant dash of Gen. Freyberg and his 
New Zealanders around the Mareth Line, does any- 
one seriously think that the British could or would 
ditch New Zealand and abandon it to the Japs?- 
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CHURCHILL AS A STRATEGIST. 

Despite the military experience of his youth, Wins- 
ton Churchill never really was a career soldier.. He 
was a student of the art of warfare—a “typewriter 
strategist,” in the phrase of today—but what a bril- 
liant example of the competence of the non-profes- 
siondl mind! 

“His military predictions are both ridiculous and 
fantastic,” Sir Henry Wilson once said. Kitchener 
would not have him with his army, and only by 
the most adroit wire-pulling in the most elegant 
London salons did Churchill get into the Sudan. 
Despite friendship, Sir John French ignored his 
judgment. John Fisher, the First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, cursed him. All this is to be read in today’s 
chapter of the British Prime Minister’s story in the 
Everyday Magazine. 

But, in the light of history, who was right—the 
brass hats or the brash amateur? Kitchener took 
the Sudan for the British, but did he,make the job 
of holding it any easier by his primitive actions? 
For a time, Churchill believed the Kaiser was only 
playing at being a new Napoleon, but he realized 
his mistake in time and, when war came, he had 
the British fleet ready. French launched the ill- 
starred Allied offensive of 1915, and it failed for

the very reason Churchill said it would fail: a 
shortage of ammunition. 

And what of the Dardanelles? How close did that 
failure come to glorious victory? With a little better 
co-ordination, with a little more help from the ships, 
might it not have shortened the war by months, 
perhaps years? 

It is understandable that the brass hats disliked 
Churchill. He did not do things their way. He 
showed them little respect, and he did not spare 
their feelings. He questioned their judgments, and 
time had a way of proving him right. To the brass 
hats that seemed outrageous. After all, a little 
youthful\ soldiering and a Marlborough in the family 
tree do Lot make a strategist. Right. 

But one thing the brass hats overlooked in 
Churchill~as they have a way of overlooking it in 
sO many men, especially those not in uniform—an 
active and uninhibited mind. 
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THE CITY ASSESSOR’S GOLD MINE. 

Give City Assessor Arthur C. Hoehn the benefit 
of every one of the many doubts raised by his tes- 
timony before the Senate Committee on Fees and 
Salaries, and still a powerful case has been made, 
on his own showing, for passage of the Lietchen bill 
to limit the Assessor’s total income to $7500 a year. 

Naturally, Hoehn opposes this bill. His salary is 
$5000. In addition, he receives handsome fees for 
handling State income tax returns. Senator Lietchen 
estimates that the fees bring his total earnings to 
at least®$30,000 a year. Hoehn disagrees, points out 
that he pays office expenses out of his own pocket 
for this extra work, and says his yearly income is 
about $14,000, though he could prdduce surprisingly 
few records to show the financial setup of this im- 
portant public office. , 

Whether he nets $14,000 or $30,000—it’s still far 
too much. The lesser amount is $4000 more than 
the salary of the city’s Mayor. It is $9000 more 
than the salary of the Governor of the State. It is 
$4000 more than the salary of the Chief Justice of 
the Missouri Supreme Court. Certainly there is 
nothing unreasonable about a bill that limits the 
Assessor’s fees to an amount no more than half of 
his salary rather than their present gold-mine pro- 
portions, Confronted by an unbalanced budget, the 
State assuredly could use the money thus saved. 

The only thing wrong with the Lietchen bill is 
that it does not go far enough. For one thing, the 
fee system has no place in a modern government. 
It may mean under-paying or over-paying a public 
official. It makes accounting difficult, as Hoehn’s 
uncertainty when before the committee showed. 

Also, the city’s whole revenue structure is in need 
of a thorough reorganization, as the Mayor’s Survey 
Committee pointed out more than three years ago. 
Agencies that deal with assessing and collecting 
taxes and fees are sprawling, inefficiently organized 
nd overlapping. Why should an official known as 
a City Assessor collect State income taxes? The 
city’s revenue departments need the sort of over- 
hauling that Gov. Donnell is urging for the corre- 
sponding State departments. The Lietchen bill is 
no more than a smal! start in the right direction. 
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NATIONAL MEMORIAL FOR DR. CARVER. 

The vote was unanimously in the affirmative when 
the House Public Lands Committee this week con- 
sidered a bill to establish a memorial to the late 
George Washington Carver, noted Negro scientist, 
at his birthplace near Diamond, Mo. This bill, spon- 
sored by Senater Truman and Representative Short 
of Missouri, has already received.a favorable com- 
mittee report in the Senate, so it may be considered 
well on its way to adoption. 

This will not be a showy memorial, as monuments 
to great Americans go. By ‘resent plans, it will 
be merely a reproduction of the crude slave cabin 
where this outstanding plant specialist and educator 
was born 79 years ago. It will be a national tribute, 
nevertheless, and also a tribute by his native State, 
for the Missouri House in an unprecedented resolu- 
tion recently asked Congress to create such a 
memorial. It will be a reminder to every citizen 
who visits the shrine that Dr. Carver was one whose 
life and achievements were found worthy of high 
honor by his countrymen. :

He fathered the 
anti-fireworks ordinance, whose great value was 
demonstrated the first year it was applied. Session 
after session he worked to obtain election by wards 
and an equitable redistricting. His efforts were 
not in vain; both reforms have now been adopted. 

On his record of good works, he is entitled to 
re-election. His return to the City Hall will be an 
indorsement of the idea that devotion to*the needs 
of the people has its own reward in civic life.

It is the kind of 
argument that will be repeated in various 
forms and with increasing emphasis as the 
war ends and the need for postwar organi- 
zation begins. However unwise or falla- 
cious it may be, the public will have to 
think its way through this narrowly nation- 
alistic point of view tf the United States is 
to play its part in world affairs.—Editor's 
Note. 


S the Allies inch closer to victory, blue- 


A prints for the postwar world setup: in- 


crease in numbers and in idealism, 


It seems now generally agreed by the 
postwar planners that, when the war is over, 
we are going to float happily and with 
hallelujahs into a World State which will 
smooth out all international frictions and 
everlastingly prevent others from being 
rubbed up. 


Armaments are to become largely unnec- 
essary. Aversions like the Swedish-Norwe- 
gian and Irish-English things are to be 
somehow charmed out of existence; likewise 
hatreds such as those between China-Japan, 
Italy-Greece, and most everybody and Ger- 
many. Russian Communism and American 
democracy or capitalism are to lose their 
suspicions of each other, and so on and so 
forth. And, of course, everybody in the 
world is to have a quart of milk delivered 
on his doorstep every morning, no, matter 
whether he likes milk or prefers gin. 


Contrary to Human History. 


Slice it how you will, we think this. is 
globaloney. Anybody who thinks this is the 
last war is discounting the entire record of 
human history, assuming he knows any 
history. 

Since history began to be written, periods 
of peace have proved to be merely periods 


in which people rested up, bred and stocked | 


their arsenals and granaries for another 
war, 


This has been so because of, the nature of 
mankind. People are the most cantanker- 
ous, greedy, acrimonious and vengeful mem- 
bers of the entire animal kingdom, though 
they are also the smartest. 


The beautiful dreams exploded last time. 
As the experienced James W. Gerard, our 
1913-1917 Ambassador to Germany, said in 
a recent speech: 


“After the last war, I was for the League 
of Nations, hook, line and sinker, but I was 
soon disgusted by the conduct of the con- 
quering nations. . . . The (Silesian) popu- 
lation voted to remain German, but never- 
theless the League of Nations handed over 
this territory to Poland, . . . Italy bombed 
Greek Corfu. . . England said that the 
question of her relations with Egypt was 
her prq@lem and not one for the League.” 


History can be counted on to repeat, we 
believe, but on a grander and more calam- 
itous scale if we join any World State. 
So we think there is only one postwar plan 
which offers any reasonable chance of con- 
tinued safety for the ,United States. 


We think our national safety after this 
war can. be preserved only by ourselves, 
and only then by a powerful standing 
Army, the world’s best air force, and as big 
a Navy ae the battleship’s haps and mishaps 
in this war finally show us to need, 


The Army should be based on a system 


{ 


of universal military training of boys be- 
tween the ages of say, 18 and 21—one year 
per able-bodied boy. He could well spend 
half that year in the Army, and the other 
half in some modernized and improved ver- 
sion of the old CCC. 


Boys should be allowed a reasonable lee- 
way in choosing whether to serve their 
time in the Army, Navy or air force. Those 
who chose the air force would probably 
have to give it the full year, because of 
the complexities of the work. 


The non-coms should be picked from the 

ranks, on a basis of merit and promise, 
and their pay, perquisites and quarters 
should be made attractive enough to induce 
them to stick around. The officers should 
be picked by and large from among the 
best of the young non-coms, and Army 
careers should be made attractive to them 
also. 


For Many Service Schools. 


To train these officers, we need more 
West Points and Annapolises studded 
around the caquntry—patterned after the 
originals, but t .hogtied to the originals’ 
every tradition and course of instruction. 

We should also, if possible; arrange a 
permanent military alliance with Canada. 
And we need to lay the foundations for 


this postwar self-defense system now, while/ 


we can see the necessity for it. If we 
wait till after the war, we shall probably 
be overcome by an upsurge of pacifism, and 
thus start fumbling down the road to an- 
other Pearl Harbor, 


All this will cost large amounts of money, 
and will mean turning ourselves into a mili- 
taristic nation—-though a democratic one 
rather than a Prussian one. But how else 
can we insure our own safety and independ- 
ence as a nation, in a world inhabited by 
people who are human and show no signs 
of becoming even superhuman, let alone 
angelic? 


ILLOGICAL DUTIES ON FOODSTUFFS. 
From the Omaha Morning World-Herald. 

AST December, as a writer for the Bal- 

timore Evening Sun recently recalled, 
the United States entered into a trade agree- 
ment with Mexico. This agreement reduced 
the “protective tariff” imposed on certain 
imports from Mexico, but did not entirely 
eliminate them. As a result, the Sun writer 
finds that the following duties (for exam- 
ple) are still in effect: 


On tomatoes, 1% cents a pound. 
On green peas, 2 cents a pound. 
On beef cattle, 1% cents a pound. 
On sheep and lambs, $1.50 a head. 


How much our trade with Mexico may be 
reduced by these tariffs, it is impossible to 
say. But with the retail prices of many 
American products “frozen” by the Govern- 
ment, it seems self-evident that any duty 
collected at the border will decrease the 
foreign producer's profits, and so will tend 
to keep him away from the American mar- 
ket. ‘ 


It also seems self-evident that, at a time 
when a genuine food shortage is looming 
in America and every citizen is limited to 
48 points’ worth of processed foods, no ob- 
stacle should be placed in the way of any 
foreign country which, geographically, is 
in position to ship fresh meats and vegeta- 
bles in our direction. On the contrary, we 
should be clamoring for more—and offering 
inducements to get it. 
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Professor Swallows the Theory 
Of Innate German Depravity 


**‘Nazsi Conquest Through German Culture,”" by Ralph 
F. Bischoff, (Harvard University Press.) 


CCORDING to a theory that is recur- 

ring more and more frequently in news- 
paper editorials, magazine articles and pub- 
lic discussions, the world has been plunged 
into war twice within a quarter-century 
solely because of an innate depravity ex- 
isting among the whole German people. 

This is an easy thedry, a glib one. Bet- 
ter than anything else, it illustrates the ef- 
ficacy with which Hitler has spread his 
virus. Not only is it constructed upon the 
vague, mystical and scientifically unsub- 
stantiated myths about German culture and 
German “blood,” but it makes impossible 
the driving of a wedge between the Ger- 
man people and their rulers, a necessary 
prerequisite for a quick victory. 

Now Prof. Bischoff of Wesleyan Univer 
sity, swallowing this theory whole and with- 
out even a gulp, weaves an academic cloak 
of respectability about it. “The march of . 
National Socialism to power was in part due 
to inborn: cultural and blood nationalism of 
the German people and the ability of their 
leaders to reawaken, re-emphasize and re- 
form certain characteristics and faiths al- 
ready existent in Germany and other Ger 
man communities,”, he says. | 
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Rooted in the romanticism of the philos- 
ophers Herder and Fichte, Prof. Bischoff 
declares, German nationalism did not be 
come a really aggressive force until after 
the formation of the Second Reich under 
Bismarck, when a new, united Germany 
entered the colonial race in which France 
and England had a clear head start. That 
race ended in the splendid halls of Ver- 
sailles in 1919. After the peace came the 
Weimar Republic, the great failure. Then. 
in 1933 the German people found in Hitler. 
a master and a leader who articulated their 
long-felt aspirations for world dominance. 

Over and over, in reading this book, one 
has the uncomfortable feeling that some 
where before one has read the same sort 
of thing. Then, all at once, it becomes 
clear: Prof. Bigchoff is trespassing on 
“Alice In Wonderland.” The touch may be 
too heavy, but the unreality is there. 

To prate about the homogeneity of any 
culture is nonsense, Prof. Bischoff has at- 
tempted the impossible and dangerous task 
of evaluating National Socialism without 
bothering to perceive what it has meant to 
the organization and structure of German 
society, or how and by whom it was fi- 
nanced and brought to power.

PLEASANT and very charming day-to- 

day account of the Nathan family’s: sum- 
mer on Cape Cod, 1942 fashion. There are 
the peaceful days of clamming “Mondays 
and Thursdays,” watching the progress of 
the garden and of the birds who make 
their home there, picnics, swimming. There 
are dnecdotes about Frances, the altogether 
delightful 8-year-old daughter of the house, 
(Frances has coined a word, “groolsome,” 
which is worth its weight in gold in any- 
one’s vocabulary these days.) 

Despite this idyllic life in an old parson- 
age, one is never unaware of the war. Mr. 
Nathan is an airplane spotter, Josephine 
has her first-aid class. There are always 
rumors of torpedoings and of survivors be- 
ing landed in lifeboats at nearby points. 
Patrol bombers are constantly roaring ever 
the honizon, and the radio broadcasts gre 
as ever-present as in the city. Thus, in 
beautiful prose, Mr. Nathan records the re- 
flections that trouble the spirit even in the 
most peaceful surroundings when the world 
is at war.

ST. LOUIS TEACHERS 
BILL |S PERFECTED 


House Advances Pension 
Measure — Defeats Change 
. Backers Think Hostile. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 1.— 


The St. Louis teachers’ retirement 
bill, providing for establishment of 
a pension system for 3000 teachers 
and 1500 other public school em- 
ployes in St. Louis, was ordered 
perfected for passage yesterday by 
the House without opposition. 


At the request of Representative 
Aubrey B. Hamilton of St. Louis, 
the House adopted a number of 
amendments, then defeated the 
only amendment which sponsors 
regarded as detrimental to the 
proposed legislation. This change, 
offered by Representative Austin 
C. Knetzger of St. Louis, to sub- 
mit to the voters approval of the 
contribution of school funds by 
the Board of Education for the 
support of the pension system at 
the first election held for the pur- 
pose of voting school taxes. Knetz- 
ger explained his . amendment 
would not prevent the establish- 
ment of the system, but would 
give the people of St. Louis an 
opportunity to study the pension 
plan and determine whether they 
wanted it continued, The amend- 
ment was voted down, after sev- 
eral St. Louis legislaters spoke 
against it. 

The bill provides for the retire- 
ment of teachers and school em- 
ployes at the age of 70. Maximum 
pensions will be $720 a year the 
first year, gradually increasing to 
$1000 annually after the system 
has been operating 35 years. The 
employes will contribute up to 
$100 a year from their salaries to 
the pension fund. 

The bill probably will reach a 
vote for passage in two weeks, and 
its approval by the House is vir- 
tually certain.

‘Hard Work Ahead,’ Chair- 
man Maestre Says—Cam- 
paign to Go On. 


The Red Cross War Fund cam- 
paign will be continued here until 
the goal of $1,915,000 is reached, 
Chairman Sidney Maestre an- 
nounced yesterday, the day orig- 
inally set as the termination of 
the drive. Up to yesterday, only 
76 per cent of the minimum goal, 
Or $1,456,375, had been received,

Maestre expressed confidence 
that St. Louis would meet its 
quota, but added “there is hard 
work ahead.

come when American bombers will 
be striking regularly at such major 
bases at Dairen and Mukden. In 
Manchuria and North China are 
situated some of Japan's biggest 
mines and largest industries. That 
area is Japan’s major source of 
iron. The biggest coal mine in the 
Japanese Empire is only a few 
miles from Mukden. Near Muk- 
den, too, are arsenals and aircraft 
factories. In Western Japan, in- 
side the practical radius of flight 
for heavy bombers, are such cen- 
ters of industry and shipping as 
Nagasaki and Shimonoseki 


Cost of Tokyo Raid. 

The raid on Tokyo, though high- 
ly successful, was expensive and 
demonstrated what a tough job of 
planning and execution such a 
project involvea. But it has been 
done once and can be done again. 
I wonder if it is generally realized 
what a terrible vengeance was ex- 
acted by the Japanese Army for 
that American raid on the Jap- 
anese captial. The vengeance was 
wreaked not on the Americans but 
on the Chinese It was as a direct 
result of the Tokyo raid that the 
Japanese launched their offensive 
last summer in Chekiang Province, 
Eastern China, which must rank 
as one of the bloodiest and most 
barbaric chapters of the whole 
China war Their object was to 
capture and destroy Chinese air- 
dromes which they believe the 
American pilots had tried to reach 
and from which future raids on 
Tokyo might have been possible. 

The Japanese pillaged and 
burned nearly every town and vil- 
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lage in their path, They turned 
their horses to graze on the peas- 
ants’ crops and ruined what was 
left. They carried off or destroyed 
stores of food and grain, They 
made bonfires of farming imple- 
ments. They killed indiscrimi- 
nately, In the course of their ad- 
vance, they subjected undefended 
cities to incessant and murderous 
bombardment, for no other pur- 
pose, apparently, than to show 
their spite against the men who 
had dared to fly over the palace 
of their emperor. The city of 
Lishui, site of one of the airports 
from which Tokyo could have 
been raided, Was bombed for 21 
consecutive days, until more than 
60 per cent of its buildings had 
been laid flat. Once they had cap- 
tured the airdromes, the Japanege 
cut them to pieces with long deep 
parallel trehches, for which; of 
course, they used pressed-labor 
gangs of Chinese peasants and 
villagers. Then they withdrew. 
Not for many months will East 
China recover from that orgy of 
vengeful destruction. 

Obviously, one of the Japanese 
aims was so to terrorize the Chi- 
nese population that they would 
resist any effort to re-establish 
bomber bases in- their territory. 
Similar tactics have been employed 
in Southeast China, where there 
has been much _ indiseriminate 
Japanese bombing accompanied by 
leaflet raids in which the people 
were warned, in effect, that “This 
is what happens to Chinese who 
give help to American pilots.” 
But the Chinese are not easily 
intimidated 


Few Bomber Bases. 


Free China has numerous air- 

dromes, scattered over her whole 
area, but very few of these are 
large enough or sufficiently well 
equipped to serve as bases for 
heavy bombing operations. That's 
another reason the bombing of- 
fensive against Japan has been 
slow in starting. Moreover, unless 
sufficient fighter planes are Made 
available to protect these fields, 
they are vulnerable. The more 
baseg there are, the better will be 
the opportunity of playing hide- 
and-seek with the numerically su- 
perior enemy. Because of our 
numerical weakness in the China 
skies, our air force there has had 
no choice but to adopt hit-and-run 
guerrilla tactics. 
When Gen. Henry H. (Hap) 
Arnold, chief of the American 
Army Air Force, went to Chung- 
king to report to Gen. Chiang Kai- 
shek on Casablanca, he was able 
to study American air problems 
there at first hand. Gen. Arnold 
promised.China that the volume 
of airdrome supplies would be 
stepped up, that more airplanes 
would be sent and that bombing 
operations would be _ intensified. 
These promises are on the way to 
fulfillment, though world strategy, 
with its emphasis on Europe, puts 
limitations on the amount of help

In South America our position 
would collapse, as it very nearly 
did in 1940, because the spectacle 
of a large democracy which does 
not know its own interests and 
cannot make up its own mind, 
would confirm the worst suspi- 
cions of all those who think poorly 
of democracy anyway. 


In Africa, which is of such vital 
interest to the defense of this 
hemisphere, there would be tur- 
moil and confusion. For the na- 
tive peoples of Africa will never 
respect a nation which exhibits 
such appalling weakness. 


In Asia the Filipinos would lose 
all faith in us, once they saw that 
we were getting ready to be just 
as incapable of protecting them as 
we were in 1941. And in China 
the influence of those Chinese who 
are most friendly to us would sink 
to zero, while those who would 
make quite other arrangements 
would become dominant.

And at home, divided by the 
struggle with the isolationists, we 
should be once more a frustrated 
people. We should see no future 
in whieh. we believed. We should 
know that our form of govern- 
ment is self-paralyzing. We should 
be wracked by the awful realiza- 
tion that we had failed again to 
consolidate our victory and to in- 
sure our interests and our peace. 

In the tragedy of that demoral- 
ization, where should we find the 
mind, the heart and the good will 
to master the issues which the 
war compels us to face?

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COMMITTEE KILLS 
CAMPAIGN FUND 
PUBLICITY BILL 


Measure in Legislature 
Would Have Applied to 
Individual Gifts of $250 


or More a Year.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 1.— 
The House Committee on Elections 
late yesterday killed the Barton 
“slush fund” bill, which swould 
have required individuals who 
made aggregate contributions of 
$250 or more a year to the cam- 
paign funds of candidates for the 
Legislature or other public offices 
to file a sworn statement of the 
contributions, stating in detail their 
natu.e. 

The vote of the individual com- 
mittee members was not disclosed, 
but it was learned that all but 
two voted to report the bill un- 
favorably to the House. This re- 
port will prevent the bill from 
reaching the House calendar for a 
vote on its merits. 

The committee action will elmi- 
mate the necessity for legislators, 
some of whom may have received 
such political contributions, from 
going on record by voting on the 
bill on the floor of the House. 

The measure, introduged by Rep- 
resentative William Barton (Rep.) 
of Montgomery County, struck at 
the so-called system of “legitimate 
bribery,” by which individuals or 
officers of corporations regularly 
“make contributions to the cam- 
paign expenses of candidates for 
legislative or other offices. This is 
a favorite device of special inter- 
est lobbyists, who desire to control 
the election of legislators. 

The State Corrupt Practices Act 
prohibits such contributions by cor- 
porations, but does not reach con- 
tributions made by representatives 
of corporations as individuals. 

Representative Barton, the only 
advocate’ of the bill heard by the 
committee said the measure was 
designed to bridge a gap in the 
present laws governing campaign 
contributions to candidates for 
public office,’ No one — in 
opposition. 

Barton's bill would have dealt 
with political “slush fund” prac- 
tices such as were disclosed in the 
recent Federal! Court trials of for- 
mer officers of the Union Electric 
Co. issouri. The evidence 
shoWed that a political fund of 
about $600,000 was distributed to 
candidates and public officials, in 
amoante ranging from $25 to sev- 

thousand dollars over a pe- 
riod of several years. 

The committee also killed a bill 
by Representative Harry Thuner 
(Rep.) of St. Louis which would 
have required a separate ballot 
for voters on election of candidates 
for President and Vice-President in 
presidential-year elections.

Floyd P. (Kleagle) Lee of St.

The 
election April 6, he said, would be 
no criterion of the extent of his 
following for this reason, and be- 
cause many old persons wolld find 
it difficult to get to the polls. 

Hats were passed after the meet- 
ing to collect funds to pay for 
rental of the hall, and to apply 
against the printing bill for the 
current issue of Lee's paper, The 
People Speak. Someone made a 
motion to elect Lee president for 
life of the pension society. He was 
ruled out of order by the chairman 
who said Lee might be elected 
Governor of Missouri soon.

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BECKER SUPPORTS 
SALE OF LACLEDE 
POWER FACILITIES 


Consolidation With Union 
Electric May Make Pos- 


sible Lower Rates for 
All, He Says. 


In a statement today supporting 
the terms on which the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission has ap- 
proved sale of the electric facilities 
of Laclede Power and Light Co. to 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, 
Mayor William Dee Becker said 
the consolidation “may well bring 
about economies that will make 
possible lower rates to all users of 
electric current.” 

The somewhaat lower rates of 
Laclede Power, as compared with 
Union Electric rates, are to be re- 
tained for the 40,000 Laclede cus- 
tomers after consummation of the 
sale, pending further action by the 
Public Service Commission. This 
may involve the question of legal- 
ity of different rate schedules for 
the same classes of customers, un- 
der Union™£lectric operation. 

Mayor Becker said _ the 
agreéd in advance of the commis- 
sion’s action that the two rate 
schedules might be maintained 
“until the commission shall have 


termine what would be a proper 
rate schedule for the combined 
property.” The city was actuat- 
ed, he said, by the desire to “as- 
sist in a much-needed reorganiza- 
tion of Laclede Gas Light Co.,” an 
affiliate of Laclede Power. 

The Mayor said the city’s De- 
partment of Public Utilities would| 6 
undertake a study and analysis of 
the contracts under which Union 
Electric purchases from  subsid- 
iaries in Illinois and Iowa approx- 
imately 60 per cent of the energy 
it distributes in the St. Louis area.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 1— 
More than one million sample bal- 
lots showing voters how to vote 
for the 15 candidates for dele- 
gates-at-large to the constitutional 
convention who were recommend- 
ed jointly by the Republican and 
Democratic State committees are 
being sent out by the two party 
organizations. The extensive cam- 
paign is to meet a revolt of local 
Republican politicians in a num- 
ber of counties who are endeavor- 
ing to induce Republicans to vote 
only for the 11 Republicans among 
the total of 34 candidates. 

The slate agreed upon by the 
party committees in Jefferson City, 
March 13, included seven Repub- 
licans and seven Democrats, the 
fifteenth recommended being an 
anti-New Deal Democrat. 

Just how extensive is the Re- 
publican revolt against the com- 
mittee’s agreement is uncertain, 
but it is widespread in the First, 
Second and Third Congressional 
districts and is spotted among the | 
counties in the Ozark section of 
the State. | 

Few reports have been received | 
in Jefferson City of any concerted | 
movement among Democrats to! 
upset the State committees’ action. | 
There have been rumors that in a) 
few heavily Democratic counties. 
there is talk of breaking the slate 
but so far as is known here no 
sample ballots have been issued 
and no widespread carhpaign 
made. 

Seeking Republican Votes. 

Fred Tanner of Jefferson City, 
a member of the Cole County Re- 
publican Committee, has directed 
the issuance of 10,000 sample bal- 
lots designed to influence Repub- 
lican voters to vote only for the 
1i Republicans. These have been 
sent to Republican county chair- 
men for distribution in the Second 
District. 3 

A similar plan is being directed 
in the First District by William B. 
Huston, chairman of the Repub- 
lican Committee of Adair County, 
and in the Third District A. J. 
Martin, publisher of the Braymer 
Bee and former publicity director 
of the Republican State Commit- 
tee, is conducting an active cam- 
paign toward making certain the. 
election of the 11 Republicans. 

John W. Ellis, State Commission- 
er of Agriculture, yesterday sent 
out a mimeographed list of 15) 
candidates, in which he included} 
the 11 Republicans and completed | 
the list by adding one independent | 
Republican and three others whose | 
politics are not well known but 
who never have been active in 
Democratic politics. Ellis did not 
specifically urge the election of his 
slate, but pointed out specifically | 
who the Republicans were. 

Ellis said he had personally paid | 
the expense of mailing the list, 
that only 300 mimeographed copies | 
had been prepafed, and that they | 
had been sent to Republican chair- | 
men of county committees and “to | 
Republican members of the Legis- | 
lature. 

Criticised for Action. | 

Ellis’ slate drew fire from Re-| 
publican Senators today, the com-. 
missioner being denounced for “‘po- | 
litical activity,” accused of using | 
his office for personal political | 
purposes and of wasteful expendi- | 
tures. 


Senator Joseph A. Falzone of. 


St. Louis County, speaking to a 
question of personal privilege, said 
that no State department head 
should become involved in slate- 
making for delegates. “He be- 
comes ai second-rate politician | 
when, if he used his office prop-| 
erly, he might be a first-rate Agri-| 
cultural Commissioner,” Falzone | 
said. 

Senator H. R. Williams of Cass- |

Three Forms 
Of Dyspepsia, 
Says Doctor

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


YSPEPSIA, or indigestion, may 
DD» divided into three groups. 

Yesterday we discussed gase- 
Ous dyspepsia. The other two 
groups are secretory and nervous 
indigestion. 

All of these: disturbances can be 
the symptoms of an organic or a 
functional change in the digestive 
apparatus. By organic I mean a 
structural change, such as an ulcer 
of the stomach, gallstones, appen- 
dicitis, etc. By functional, I mean 
a condition of the nervous system 
which interferes with either the 
sensation or the secretion or the 
movement of the digestive tract. 
Today allow me to discuss the se- 
cretory form of dyspepsia. 

The stomach juice is made up 
of hydrochloric acid and pepsin. 
It may be secreted in excess or it 
may be diminished. Since the pep- 
sin plays little part in digestive 
disturbance, it is the hydrochloric 
acid which causes the trouble. So 
we speak of forms of this kind of 
indigestion as being those of in- 
creased acidity and decreased 
acidity. 

Most cases of acid indigestion 
are due to stomach ulcer. It used 
to be thought that hyperacidity 
was a special kind of functional 
indigestion, but when surgeons be- 
gan to investigate these cases, they 
found in a very large proportion 
that an ulcer was present and was 
the real cause of the symptoms. 
Ulcer is associated with an _  in- 
creased secretion of acid in the 
stomach and it may be speculated 


as to whether the ulcer causes the 


acid or the acid causes the ulcer. 
I won't go into that, however, any 
more than I will about the egg 
and the hen. 


: a * 

ANY FORM OF acid indigestion 
can be treated very readily by the 
use of such alkalis as baking soda, 
aluminum hydroxide and milk of 
magnesia. A bland diet in which 
meats and milk and eggs predomi- 
nate also brings relief. 

Lack of acidity is frequently an 
indication of anemia. However, it 
occurs in a great mahy cases of 
functional indigestion. The hydro- 
chloric acid can be replaced. Dilut- 
ed hydrochloric acid is a medicinal 
preparation which is frequently 
used by physicians. 

Since the chances of regepera- 
tion of the stomach to the extent 
thawit will resume the secretion of 
acid is slight, the food should be 
such as can be easily digested— 
fruit juices, toast, soft boiled eggs, 
tender lean meat, mashed potatoes, 
pureed vegetables. , 

It is a good thing for the patient 
to eat liver once or twice a week, 
as this helps the anemia. The pa- 
tient also should have plenty of 
vitamin Bl complex. When the 
stomach juices are diminished, 
food passes through the stomach 
very rapidly and may lead to in- 
testinal indigestion with moderate 
diarrhea. The diet, as outlined 
above, is designed to reduce this 
condition to a minimum. :

Friday—680 Calories. 

Breakfast: One universal vita- 
min pill; one orange, sliced-—-100 
calories; one slice whole wheat 
toast (no butter)—100 calories; one 
cup coffee (no cream or sugar). 

Lunch: Two egg omelet filled 
with chopped parsley—100 calories; 
one slice whole wheat toast (no 
butter)—100 calories; one glass 
skimmed milk—100 calories. 

Dinner: Average helping any 
broiled, baked or boiled fish—100 
calories (no sauce); two table- 
spoons poached cucumber—50 cal- 
ories; average helping gelatin des- 
sert—30 calories.

HERE’S just one way of get- 
T ting the whole vitamin content 

out of the vegetables we eat; 
and that’s to eat them raw. No 
matter how carefully they may be 
cooked, no matter how faithfully 
every bit of the pot liquor is saved 
and used, some of the vitamin con- 
tent is destroyed by heating and 
by exposure to air. And lots of 
vegetables—other vegetables  be- 
sides those usually thought of as 
salad greens—are good to eat raw. 
Radishes, celery and green Onions 
go without saying; so do cabbage 
and, with most people nowadays, 
carrots. Turnips have a surpris- 
ingly delicate flavor when shred- 
ded and served in salad, and some 
folks like to eat turnip sticks as 
a relish. 


Tiny raw green peas, shredded 
or chopped green pepper, chopped 
parsiey and chives, cauliflower, 
spinach—all these may be used in 
vegetable salads. Now that our 
diets are somewhat restricted in 
variety due to rationing and short- 
ages, it is more important than 
ever to get every bit of value out 
of the fresh foods we eat, and this 
is one good way to do it. 

Mixed Vegetable Salad. 


Pickle juice dressing:

YOUNG MAN IN A HURRY—WINSTON CHURCHILL, FIRST LORD 
OF THE ADMIRALTY IN 1914, 


CHAPTER FIVE. . 
HERE is in Winston Churchill 
T a spirit of domination that 
controls everything. It has ex- 
isted since youth. and grown 
stronger with age. He was a re- 
bellious school boy# he quit the 
army because the military mind 
was too narrow, he changed politi- 
cal parties when he could not agree 
with his fellows and he has been 
for a greater part of his life the 
proponent of unpopular causes, the 

voice crying in the wilderness. 


Naturally, such a_ hard-headed 
opinionated, far-seeing man could 
hardly avoid being involved in all 
sorts of personal difficu!lties with 
his associates and Churchill once 
remarked that he has had more 
than his share of such troubles. 

He was the contemporary of 
great men, dealing with great 
events, but he was also, at the 
most critical moments of his ca- 
reer, hemmed in with a host of 
flat and colorless ministers and 
mediocrities in uniform. However, 
great or small, nearly all of these 
men at one time or another, took 
violent issue with Churchill which 
led to controversies and recrimina- 
tions. Some of these breaches were 
quickly healed, usually by some 
generous action on the part of 
Churchill. Some animosities faded 
with the years. Others persisted 
until the bitter end.

Fighting men in armies every- 
where have always resented the 
man with influence at home. That 
was the basis of Churchill’s griev- 
ous troubles with Sir Herbert 
Kitchener, the great Sirdar of the 
Egyptian Army, who flatly re- 
fused to allow Young Man in a 
Hurry to accompany his Sudan 
expedition as a second lieutenant 
and war correspondent. Kitchener 
regarded the brash subaltern as a 
meddler and a nuisance, 


But Churchill, even then, was no 
man to take no for an answer. He 
got a furlough and went to Lon- 
don. He and his beautiful mama 
put their heads together. Present- 
ly there were things doing among 
the big-wigs of the War Office and 
Lord Salisbury himself hinted to 
Kitchener that Churchill would be 
a valuable man with the headquar- 


ters staff. Kitchener's answer was: 


No. 


Then the War Office convenient- 
ly bethought itself of a part of 
the Expeditionary Force that was 
not directly under Kitchener’s con- 
tro] although it would be a part 
of his army and Winston, the wire- 
puller, got his wish. He admitted 
later that he set off to join the 
army shaking in his boots, mortal- 
ly afraid of Kitchener. That great 
man, however, ignored hig brassy 
lieutenant. Not once, during the 
campaign, did any sign of recogni- 
tion cross hig big, red face. But 
he was a good hater and he never 
forgave Churchill for thwarting 
him. 

After the cavalry charge at 
Omdurman, Churchill a re- 


tired from Kitchener’s army and 
returned to London to write his 
book on the Sudan campaign. In 
it he pulled no punches and his 
weightiest right hand swings were 
reserved for the mighty Sirdar, 
who was castigated as a barbarian 
for burning the grave -of the 
Mahdi and carrying off the 
Mahdi’s head in a kerosene can. 
When these things were read to 
Kitchener, the old warrior rode 
off into the desert, shook his fist 
at the Egyptian moon and swore 
that no second lieutenant or war 
correspondent would ever get near 
him for the rest of his life. Not 
many of them did but Churchill 
turned up to plague Old Grouch 
almost to_the end of his days. , 


When the first World War broke 
out Kitchener, now a Lord, was 
called to the War Office and took 
his place at the Cabinet table. 
His place was next to the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, Winston 
Churchill. They growled, snapped

through the terrible, trying early 
days of the struggle. At the end 
of 10 months Churchill was forced 
out of the Cabinet. He was pre- 
paring to vacate his office when 
Old Kitch came lumbering in. 

“There’s one thing they can’t 
take away from you,” he said, ex- 
tending his hand, ‘‘The Fleet was 
ready.” 
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Kitchener was not the only high- 
ly placed military man who dis- 
approved of Churchill. Even the 


‘temperate and kindly Gen. John 


French had no use for this hybrid 
Second Lieutenant and war cor- 
respondent who brazenly attached 
himself to French’s cavalry divi- 
sion during the last days of the 
Boer War. The conservative Gen- 
eral thought it highly improper 
for a subaltern to write books and 
newspaper articles in which he 
criticised the military tactics of 
the war .experts. Churchill, he 
said, was “an amateur strategist 
with dangerous ideas.” He never 
spoke to the young man until 
years later when Sir John was 
commanding officer of the British 
forces in France and Churchill 
was First Lord of the Admiralty. 
There they got along in perfect 
harmony and, in fact, became close 
friends. Churchill tried desperate- 
ly to talk the old soldier out of 
his ill-starred Alli@i offensive of 
1915. He told French. that it 
would fail, not because of lack of 
men or generalship but because of 
the munitions shortage. 

“The amateur strategist” was 
100 per cent right; the man who 
had devoted his entire life to war 
was wrong and lost his command. 
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There was a pacifistic tinge to 
young Churchill in the years fol- 
lowing the Boer War. He de- 


manded better treatment for the ¢ 


Boers, told the British people 
that war was a thing of the past 
and voted against large appropria- 
tions for the Army and Navy. As 
a man who was against prepared- 
ness, he caught the eye of Kaiser 
Wilhelm. The sword rattler of 
Potsdam saw a useful tool in the 
rising politician. He invited 
Churchill to Germany on two oc- 
casions to witness Army maneu- 
vers, vast undertakings of charges 
and goose steppings, with thou- 
sands of soldiers and horses, that 
made the dinky reviews at Alder- 
shot look like very small fry, in- 
deed. 

Churchill was impressed. He did 
not see any danger to Great Brit- 
ain in what was going forward 
on the continent and, as late as 
1908, bitterly attacked Lord Cro- 
mer who was sounding the alarm 
and pointing to the Germans, 

“The Kaiser does not want 
war,’ said Churchill. “He merely 
wants to feel like Napoleon with- 
out having to fight. If you are 
the summit of a volcano, the least 
you can do is smoke.” 

It took him two years to awak-

Churchill has said that the 
most unforgettable character that 
ever crossed his path was Lord 
Fisher, “the father of the British 
Navy.” As First Sea Lord he in- 
troduced the submarine, the wa- 
ter-tube boiler, the big gun ships 
and many other innovations. His 
slogan was “Ruthless, relentless, 
remorseless!” and the conservative 
admirals and captains who op- 
posed him soon found themselves 
kicked oyt. Not only kicked out 
but violently cursed and abused by 
the old dictator who would shout: 
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“May your home be a dung-hill! 


Brought back to the Admiralty, 
by Churchill after he had been re- 
tired, Fisher revitalized the British 
Navy. His memos to Churchill 
were signed: “Yours till hell 
freezes over.” 

Hell froze over when Churchill 
insisted on the Dardanelles expedi- 
tion which ended disastrously. 
Fisher, who had supported the 
idea, later balked and declared 
that Churchill had sacrificed the 
fleet “to the damned Dardanelles.” 

“You, sir,” he roared at Church- 
ill, “are a damned meddler and an 
amateur.” 

Then he went on strike. He hid 
in his own house. He would not 
go near his office. He would not 
see Churchill. Now and then he 
would go to Westminster Abbey 
where his loud and heathenish 
prayers could be heard all over the 


place. This condition persisted un- 
til Churchill was removed from the 
Admiralty. Small wonder that 
Churchill could not forget him. 
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For years Churchill and Arthur 
J. Balfour carried on a running 
debate as to the value of reading 
the newspapers. Churchill not 
only reads the news but he sub- 
scribes to a press clipping bureau, 
a notion that greatly amused the 
lofty Mr. Balfour. In vain did 
Churchill protest that the press 
was the “only robustly-assertive in- 
stitution in our society.” He also 
pointed out that he found many 
useful ideas, got wind of many an 
incipient scandal and kept in- 
formed of the public will by read- 
ing the newspapers. 

“T am not accustomed,” said Mr. 
Balfour, “to put myself to trouble 
of rummaging an immense rubbish 
heap on the problematical chance 
of finding a cigar-end.” 
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From Georges Clemenceau, the 
Tiger of France, Churchill learned 
what he always considered proper 
conduct for a public man in times 
of grave danger. During World 
War One, Clemenceau never once 
doubted the outcome and refused 
to recognize defeat. On a tour of 
the front lines with Churchill, the 
Old Tiger stood under murderous 
shell fire and cried: “Oho! This is 
magnificent!” Churchill never 
ceased to admire him, 

At the opposite end of the pole 
was Neville Chamberlain, the man 
he suceeeded as Prime Minister. 
When that gentleman made one of 
his craven gestures in the direction 
of the Nazi war machine Churchill 
scornfully referred to him as “that 
undertaker from Birmingham.”

T goes against the grain to lead 
| away from a trump suit headed 

only by the king, rather than to 
lead up to it, but “outside” consid- 
erations may make this the best 
play. Observe today’s hand: 


West, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable. 
Match-point scoring. 


At two different tables of this 
match-point game the bidding pro- 
ceeded as follows: 


East 

2 clubs 

2 hearts 2 
Pass 


In these two cases the East play~ 


’ ers were unduly timid, but let us 


forget that to take up the play. 


At one table the play went as 
follows: West opened his singleton 
club and East’s jack was taken by 
the ace, Determined to lead up to 
his own spade king, declarer cashed 
the ace and king of diamonds and 
ruffed a diamond. Now, on the 
trump lead from dummy, East put 
up the ace, cashed the club king 
and gave his partner a club ruff, 
West laid down the heart king, but 
on East’s follow suit play of the 
deuce, shifted to the diamond 
queen. East overruffed dummy 
with the jack and returned an- 
other club, ahd now there was no 
way for declarer to shut out West’s 
trump queen. Thus, the defenders 
took six tricks, : 


The declarer at the other table 
was a more finished player. After 
winning the opening club lead, he 
promptly led a low spade from his 
own hand. East won with the jack, 
cashed the club king, and gave his 
partner a club ruff. West could 
have struck a blow for his own side 
by underplaying his A-K of hearts 
at this point, but naturally was 
afraid that declarer might have the 
blank queen. Hence, he adopted 
the more conservative course of 
laying down the heart king, and, 
on East’s follow suit play of the 
ten, leading a low heart. Declarer 
ruffed and promptly led another 
low spade. West’s queen and East’s 
jack fell together, and now declar- 
er had the rest of the tricks by 
virtue of a diamond ruff and a dia- 
mond discard on dummy’s estab- 
lished club.
